Food besf diplomatic tool: Butz

MANAWA — Agriculture is Amer- 


ica's No. 1 diplomatic weapon in Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger's toolkit, 
said Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. 
Butz, speaking here Saturday to an es- 
timated 450 persons at the Manuwa 
Centennial. 


Butz met Wednesday with Kissinger, 


he said, and was told by the secretary 
of state that food is '"the most pow- 
erful single tool that I have.'" 


Food exports are helping to build 


peace, said Butz, and the United States 
must keep on with a program that en- 
courages maximum output and farm 
sales abroad. "We must keep on with a 
program of full agricultural produc- 
tion." 


He said agriculture is important m 


the nation and especially in Wisconsin. 
"If you took the agriculture out of 
Madison, a good 
stiff breeze would 


blow it into Canada," he said. 


It is time, he said, "for those of us in 


rural America 
to rise up and be 


heard." Farmers need higher profits 
and food prices are likely to rise, he 
said. 


So far Americans are paying less 


than 16 per cent of their total income 
on food. Twenty-five years ago they 
paid about 22 per cent of their income 
for food, he said. 


Earlier, in a press conference, Butz 


said that food costs have increased 12 
per cent so far this year and tha! a fur- 
thc*" 3 per cent increase is likely. Part 
of the problem in food costs and the 
plight of farmers is linked to a corn 
crop that is smajler than anticipated. 


The crop, nationally, will drop from 


last year's production instead of ex- 
ceeding 
it as anticipated earlier. 


Drought in the South and West is the 
reason. Much of the corn in the West is 
"beyond repair," he said at the press 
conference 


In Wisconsin the reduced supply of 


corn will mean increased feed costs for 
dairymen and increased corn prices 
ma\ tempt many to sell their grain for 
cash. 


It will mean an increased economic 


pinch for farmers, although Butz pre- 
dicted milk prices will soon increase. 
Some farmers may quit dairying, said 
Butz. 


Other major impacts of the corn situ- 


ation may be' 


• An increase in the shipments of 
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Rockefeller in race

Americans wet 
whistles with 
beer, not milk 


MANAWA — Americans are imbib- 


ing more beer and less milk these 
days, and that bothers Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Ear! L.. Butz. 


When you buy a six-pack ot Wiscon- 


sin beer you pay the equivalent of 20 
cents for an eight-ounce glass, but 
when you buy an eight-ounce glass of 
Wisconsin milk a dime is enough The 
trouble is, said Butz, more people 
would rather pay the 20 cents for beer 
than the dime for milk. 


"There are some trends in our drink- 


ing habits that disturb me," he said. 


"There's something wrong when we 


turn away from nature's most whole- 
some food." 


Even the soft drink people are doing 


better than dairymen 
Pop consump- 


Mon increased about 30 per cent from 
1950 to 1970 but milk consumption in- 
creased only 4 per cent. For Butz that 
means "something's wrong."

• A decline in the amount of poultry 


available to American consumers as 
poultrymen try to reduce use of expen-

"I don't see any prospects for rosy 


profits (for dairymen)," he said. 


Butz deplored the fact that milk con- 


sumption has not increased with the 
national growth rate and that, while 
the population increased '!0 per cent 
from 1950 to 1970, the consumption of 
milk only increased 4 per cent. 


"There is something wrong when we 


turn away from nature's most whole- 
some food," he said. 


He also told the rural audience that 


farmers are getting only 39 cents from 
ever\ food dollar and that if cuts in 
tood costs are to be made they must 
come from the processors, distributors 
and tin retailer-, whc receive the re- 
maining fil per cent of the food dollar.

"President Ford has advised me that 


former Gov Rockefeller has been and 
remains under consideration for the 
vice presidential nomination," White 
House Press Secretary Jerald F. ter- 
Horst said after emerging 
from an 


Oval Office meeting. 


TerHorst's statement came after a 


series of developments and W h i t e 
House disclosures that led to specula- 
tion Rockefeller had 
little chance of 


getting the nomination. 


Meanwhile, however, two Republican 


sources on Capitol 
H i l l said they 


learned that neither Rockefeller nor 
Republican National Chairman George 
Bush was likely to be selected by Ford. 


Here was the sequence of events: 
Columnist Jack Anderson 
reported 


last week that seven cartons of mate- 
rial once belonging to Watergate con- 
spirator E. Howard Hunt had been cop- 
ied before being destroyed, and that 
the documents contained allegations 
that Rockefeller had hired thugs to dis- 
rupt the 1972 Democratic National Con- 
vention and tilt the nomination toward 
Sen George McGovern. 


TerHorst began receiving press in- 


quiries about the Anderson column. 


At about 9:15 a.m. EDT Saturday, he 


summoned two news service reporters 
to his office to respond to the inquiries.

Nixon family relieved, 
David Eisenhower says 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - President 


Nixon's family was relieved when he fi- 
nally decided to resign, David Eisen- 
hower KIVS in a copyright story pub- 
lished in the Philadelphia Sunday 
Bulletin 


"We started debating as a family 


Friday night, and it carried over the 
weekend and into the week," said Eis- 
enhower, nusband of the former Presi- 
dent's younger daughter, Julie. "It 
took quite a while for the decision to be 
made 


"Our position as a family was that 


we would support either decision. Our 
concern that last night was for him. 
But frankly, after a year and a half of 
Watergate, for the family this is a re- 
lief " 


The newspaper quoted Eisenhower as 


saying the night of the resignation 
Nixon was serene and sentimental. 


"Mr 
Nixon's mood that (Thursday, 


Aug S) night was ... I would call it se- 
rene Wednesday night was very senti- 
mental. A mood settled over him at 
some point, predating his final trip to 
California, of 'Let the chips fall where 
they may '" 


Eisenhower said his father-mlaw's 


dreams for government hail been frus- 
trated and that Nixon had decided he 
would never receive clue credit for his 
accomplishments 


"I wouldn't call it peace of mind," 


Eisenhower said 
"He wasn't neces- 


sarily happv w i t h i t . but he wasn't ner- 
vous or agitated or bitter or on edge." 


Eisenhower said Nixon acquiesced to 


resigning although he would have pre- 
ferred to have seen the impeachment 


process continued. 


"You have to realize that in his own 


mind, he still considers himself an in- 
nocent man. He didn't intend resigna- 
tion as an admission of guilt, just of ex- 
haustion. 


Asked if he thinks Nixon is innocent, 


Eisenhower, a 26year-old law student, 
said: "Well, that depends on what's 
later proved. I've been ambivalent 
about this thing for a long time. 


"I see nothing but shades of gray in 


the question of guilt or innocence be- 
cause I think he's a great man who has 
done great things. He's guilty of the po- 
litical sin of withholding information 
that he suspected would be relevant, 
anyway."

tacted early Sunday, Aug. 11 by a man 
who identified himself only as "Mr. 
Long."

This 
attorney concluded by late Sunftay that 
the Hunt papers may indeed have been 
copied at a Washington photocopying 
firm. terHorst said. 


Buchen then reported to Ford on the 


situation, terHorst said, and Ford di- 
rected him to turn "everything he had 
over to Leon Javvorski." the Watergate 
special prosecutor. This was done Mon- 
day, terHorst said. 


He said assistant prosecutor Richard 


Ben Vemste was assigned to handle the 
probe and "everybody here just with- 
drew." 


After reporters interpreted his re- 


marks as meaning Ford had ordered 
an investigation of the Rockefeller alle- 
gations. terHorst again summoned cor- 
respondents to his office to stress that 
the President had not requested an in- 
vestigation. He said he had simply 
turned the material over to the special 
prosecutor without a request for re- 
ports on what the investigation turned 
up 


TerHorst 
also told reporters that 


Ford planned to disclose his vice presi- 
dential choice next Tuesday or Wednes- 
day This immediately led to specula- 
tion that Rockefeller had been ruled 
out as a possible nominee, since the 
special prosecutor could not complete 
an inquiry by that time 


TerHorst summoned reporters to his 


office for a third time — shortly after 
noon This time terHorst said he had 
just been advised by the special prose- 
cutor's office that "it obtained access 
to the two safety deposit boxes in the 
bank vault in which it was thought the 
copies of the Hunt papers might be 
found." 


But terHorst said the special prose- 


cutor's office reported "the search ot 
the boxes round nothing whatsoever 
and that it considered the matter com- 
pletely closed." 


Based on this report from the prose- 


cutor's office. terHorst said it would 
appear the allegations about Rockefel- 
ler were "without foundation." 


But terHorst said he did not know 


whether Rockefeller had been or was 
under consideration for vice president.

Pentagon covered up advertising probe, Army says 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U S Army 


investigators found what (hey consid- 
ered evidence of possible criminal mis- 
conduct by senior Pentagon officials in 
the awarding of a $40 million advertis- 
ing contract, but their recommendation 
that the case be turned over to the Jus- 
tice Department was rejected, accord- 
ing to government sources. 


The Army chose instead to refer ihc 


matter to its own Inspector General, 
keeping it within military channels, for 
what has been termed officially a con- 
tinuing inquiry aimed at 
"improving 


management controls." The Army says 
the criminal aspect of the investigation 
is closed. 


Army spokesmen deny that any find- 


ing of possible criminal activity was 
made in the original probo by the 
Criminal Investigation Division (CID) 
or that any recommendation wr. ever 
made to refer it to the .Justice Depart- 


ment. 


However, the CID investigators re- 


port, dated April 29, said that "the De- 
partment of Justice should be immedi- 
ately apprised of the facts disclosed as 
a result of this inquiry and that tho De- 
partment of Justice initiate an investi- 
gation as appropriate " 


Aitnougti tnis was not done, the Jus- 


tice Department is known to have ob- 
tained a copy of the report, and is said 
to have no reservations now about the 
handling of the case. Justice Depart- 
ment officials refused to comment 


The case concerns the award of a con- 


tract in October, 1972, for promoting 
and advertising the Army's all-volun- 
teer recruitment program to N W. 
Ayer & Son.. Inc., a New York advertis- 
ing agency. Ayer had previously hold 
Army advertising contracts. 


Neal W. O'Connor, chairman of the 


firm, dismissed as absurd any sugges- 


tion of favoritism in the contract 
award. 


Tne CID investigators reported that 


the decision to select the agency over 
six others might have been wrongfully 
influenced bv high-level Pentagon offi- 
cials. 


They said the investigation had not 


found that anyone received favors, but 
that the circumstances of the contract 
award and what they termed "certain 
unusual relationships between the par- 
ties concerned" merited further 
in- 


vestigation. 


On this basis they recommended the 


case bo turned over to the Justice De- 
partment. 


Among those named in the report 


wore former Secretary of the Army 
Robert Froohlko. Roger 1. Kelloy, who 
was then assistant secretary of defense 
for manpower and reserve affairs, Wil- 
liam H. Kraus, a member of the e\al 


nation board which awarded the con- 
t r a c t , and 
Brig. Gen. 
Robert M. 


Montague, who was Kelley's assistant 


l-roehlke is president of Sentrv In- 


surance Co., of Stevens Point, Wis . 
and Kraus, who was named to the se- 
lection board by Froehlke, is a vice 
president of the same firm. Kelley, a 
vice president of Caterpillar Tractor 
Co , has a brother who runs a Wiscon- 
sin truck equipment firm and who is 
married to the sister of Neal W 
O'Connor, chairman of the Ayer com- 
pany. Montague is now deputy com- 
mander of the U.S. Army Recruiting 
Command at Fort Sheridan, 111 


The CID investigators reported they 


interviewed several witnesses who 
raised questions about the manner of 
the contract award. In particular, they 
said Kraus had cast the decisive vote 
for Ayor without preparing evaluation 
sheets that each board mombor was ro-

quired to use for scoring the various 
agent ies' presentations 
' Before me meeting on Oct 12. 1972. 
sources said, several evaluation board 
members had indicated preferences for 
one or two other agencies whose adver- 
tising proposals, they felt, were supe- 
rior to that of Ayer. 


The investigators said they were told 


that Kraus declared he would withhold 
his vote until all other sceres wete 
tabulated "so I can see how much Ayer 
needs to wir> " When he finally cast his 
voto, Ayer won over Young & R u b u a m , 
the agency which up to that time had 
been loading, they were told

WASHINGTON (AP) - On the mag- 


nificent east front of the Capitol stood a 
grocer's son, bareheaded in a winter 
wind, finally to reap the consummate 
prize of the republic. 


Name: Richard Milhous Nixon. Age: 


55. Title: President-elect of the United 
States. Date: Jan. 20, 1969. 


The inauguration came at a time 


when the country was riven by internal 
discord and embroiled in a nasty war 
on foreign soil. 


Ordinarily, a chief executive would 


be expected on this occasion to make 
his own special contribution to the lexi- 
con of American politics, a few choice 
words summarizing the aims, if not 
coming achievemnts, of his adminis- 
tration. 


Against such resounding declarations 


as had been heard in the past — the 
New Deal, the Fair Deal, Great Cru- 
sade, New Frontier, and Great Society 
— his rhetoric created so few ripples 
that one of his most quoted remarks 
came not from the inaugural address. 


but from the end of the long, whirlwind 
day when he headed for the White 
House: 


"They've given me the key to the 


front door," he said, "and I'm going 
home to see whether it fits." 


He may have had cause to wonder. 


Vanquished 
in another 
presidential 


contest, Nixon had been a spectator 
eight years earlier at John F. Ken- 
nedy's inauguration. 


Then, after a bruising defeat in a Cal- 


ifornia 
gubernatorial race, he had 


stormed out of politics - 
forever, 


many people thought. » 


But there he was, grocer's son from 


Whittier. His right hand high, his left 
on two family Bibles opened to Isaiah's 
adjuration to beat swords into plough- 
shares, taking his oath, as the 37th 
president. 


A few moments earlier, a mellifluous 


Everett 
Dirksen, Senate Republican 


leader, had sworn, a far less familiar 
figure to the vice presidency. Spiro T. 
Agnew had risen to that height in less 
than three years from a Baltimore

advertising as weii as these for x-rated movies. 


Let nie state again for the record that this newspaper 


does not pcse as a guardian of people s health nor people s 
morals. 


Every cigarette ad carries the warning from the surgeon 


general, as does every pack of cigarettes. Once a person has 
been warned that cigarette smoking may be dangerous to his 
health, he then makes his own decision to smoke or not to 
smoke.

Yet, it was this very lack of initiative 


in the early going which stands, para- 
doxically, as one of Nixon's accom- 
plishments. By avoiding any head- 
strong plunges 
into new programs, 


particularly on the domestic front, and 
by fulfilling his pledge to keep his own 
voice lowered, Nixon made an immedi- 
ate and effective contribution toward 
healing the multiple and dangerous di- 
visions that sundered the nation during 
the tumultuous years of his predeces- 
sor, Lyndon B. Johnson. 


In those days, the nation's 
ills 


seemed almost beyond 
healing: a 


costly, unwanted war in Vietnam, re- 
bellion among youth, street crime on a 
scale never known before, racial un- 
rest, great cities choking on social bur- 
dens, the economy in disarray. 
It was time 
for cooling 
of passions 


The most immediate—if temporary- 


need, it seemed, was a cooling of emo- 
tions, a retreat from bombast. And so 
when Nixon brought quiet to the Poto- 
mac, the soothing effect spread to the 
Pacific. 


True, young people revolted on their 


campuses, crimes of violence did not 
abate, living costs rose ever higher, the 
fighting continued in Vietnam. On the 
latter score, there was increasing anx- 
iety about Nixon's unspecified "plan" 
to end the war that he had spoken of 
during 
his campaign. 
Nonetheless, 


there was something pleasantly lulling 
about summer 1969. No major 
city 


burned. The President himself enjoyed 
a restful August on the beaches and 
golf courses of southern California, and 
the voting public was gratefully re- 
minded of the quietude of the Eisen- 
hower administration. 


Throughout it all, political analysts 


could find two recurring phrases that 
appeared to hint at Nixon's conception 
of the ultimate thrust of his adminis- 
tration. He talked repeatedly about his- 
toric firsts and an unspecified game 
plan. 


After two years, the string of historic 


firsts still seemed meager. But some- 
thing indeed could be made of calling 
his tenure the game plan adminis- 
tration. Game plan, it seemed, could 
refer to whatever the chief executive 
had in mind at any particular moment 
— and it became apparent that it was 
subject to change, just as it is from one 
week to the next for a football team. 


By that standard — and Nixon him- 


self often spoke in football's terms — 
there were nonetheless a number of 
consistencies in the game plan. One 
was Nixon's determination to remold 
the Supreme Court into what he called 
a "strict constructionist" stance. He 
pretty well succeeded at that, despite 
two serious setbacks along the way. 


His choice of Warren E. Burger to 


succeed the retiring Earl Warren as 
chief justice was quickly confirmed by 
the Senate on June 9, 1969. Then follow- 
ing the resignation of Abe Fortas while 
under fire, Nixon nominated U.S. Ap- 
pellate Judge Clement F. Haynesworth 
of Greensville, S.C., as an associated 
justice. 
But questions were raised 


about 
Haynesworth's judicial ethics 


and the Senate rejected him 55 to 45. 


Nixon's second choice for the Fortas 


vacancy stirred even greater turmoil. 
At first. Appellate Judge G. Harrold 
Carswel! of Tallahassee, Fla.. seemed 
certain to be approved despite charges 
that he once subscribed to white su- 
premacy. 


But then one of Nixon's floor leaders 


on the nomination, Sen. Roman L. 
Hruska of Nebraska, said a curious 
thing when asked about allegations 
that Carswell was a mediocre judge. 
"There are a lot of mediocre judges 
and people and lawyers, and they are 
entitled to a 
l i t t l e representation, 


aren't they?" The S-nate voted 51 to 45 
to reject CarsweM. Nixon, in his strong- 
est show of anger throughout his firs- 
two years, accused the Senate of r» ins.; 
prejudiced against any Southerner. 


This, in turn, led Nixon's c r i t i c - 


claim the President was dei "•'••t-::e'\' 
playing upon the emotions «i ihe South 
and, in fact, had developed a "Southern 
strategy" in hopes of big gains in the 
1970 off-year elections — as well as in 
his own re-election drive two years 
later.

In any case. Nixon turned to Min- 


nesota and to Judge Harry A. Black- 
man, who was confirmed swiftly and 
unanimously. A year later, two more 
vacancies occurred on the court and 
Nixon named Lewis F. Powell Jr. and 
William H. Rehnquist without much 
trouble. In Powell, of Richmond, Va., 
Nixon got a Southerner. 


Although the four Nixon appointees 


clearly changed the court to a more 
conservative bent, it also dealt the 
President a number of defeats. Burger, 
his choice as chief justice, led the way 
in a racial desegregation decision that 
crippled Nixon's orders that the busing 
of children be curtailed through an eas- 
ing of Justice Department requir- 
mcnts. A second ruling of busing went 
more Nixon's way, prohibiting the 
practice 
if district 
lines would be 


crossed. 


But the worst blow came in "The 


United States vs Richard M. Nixon," 
the dispute this summer over his with- 
holding of Watergate tapes and evi- 
dence. The court came down 8-0 against 
him, 
ordering 
the material 
surren- 


dered. One of the tapes showed that the 
President approved of thwarting an 
early FBI investigation of the ~candal. 
His ultimate concession on that point 
axlded tremendous impetus to the im- 
peachment tide and led to his resigna- 
tion.

Scandal tarnished his triumphs 


On the international front, Nixon in 


the summer of 1969 took his first im- 
portant step toward reducing the U.S. 
military role in Southeast Asia. Insist- 
ing he would not be influenced by con- 
gressional calls for a fixed withdrawal 
date, Nixon nonetheless announced a 
pullout of 25,000 troops after a meeting 
at Midway on June 8 with President 
Nguyen Van Thieu of South Vietnam. 
Back Ptome, he followed with a second 
declaration that another 100,000 would 
be returned by the end of the year. 


The President 
also visited 
Europe 


and sought to dramatize a renewal of 
official interest in that traditional cen- 
ter of American concern. Then came 
enunciation of the "Nixon 
Doctrine," 


an obscurely phrased but meaningful 
warning that the United States no 
longer would act as a global policeman 
but would aim at supplementing the 
self-defense efforts of its allies. 


At the start of 1970 came progress in 


the strategic arms limitation talks with 
the Soviet Union and suggestions that, 
despite the Vietnam war, the two su- 
perpowers might be headed for break- 
throughs in trade as well. 


Some of these developments came as 


surprises to men who thought they had 
rapport wirh Nixon's secretary of state. 
William P. Rogers. The light" beau 
• 


dawn: the real center of 'or---'

was at the White House desk of former 
Harvard professor. Dr. Henry A. Kiss- 
inger—and with Nixon himself. 


On the home front, the game plan go- 


ing into Nixon's second year called for 
reform of the federal bureaucracy, es- 
pecially the complev and costly welfare 
apparatus. The Dresident talked, too, 
about sha>-"\'., tederal revenues 
w i t h 


state anti ,ca! governments. 


Bu' .v.dch of it went awry. A highly

• ' .... ^c-.niel P. Moynihan proved too 
radical for the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, led by conservatives who gener- 
ally sided with Nixon on other issues. 
In effect, it called for scuttling the 
existing, red tape-riddled programs of 
welfare grants by guaranteeing each 
family a modest minimum income — 
which, if necessary, would come out of 
the federal treasury. At the same time, 
it would have tightened work require- 
ments. Despite winning in the House. 
the administration was s t i l l trying in 
the Senate three year: later and w i t h 
no greater hope of success. 


There were victories in that second 


year: 
An unprecedented and 
illegal 


wave of postal strikes inspired quicker 
than expected congressional agreement 
to set up a quasipublic corporation to 
take over 
mail handling from 
the 


creaky Post Office department. Con- 
gress also gave its blessing to an 
equally significant 
reform: 
replace- 


ment of the Bureau of the Budget by a 
new Office of Management and 
the 


Budget, tied even more closely to the 
White House. 


Then, in late spring, came an unex- 


pected event which overshadowed all 
other issues for months to come — and 
stay as one of the most hotly debated 
decisions of the Nixon presidency. 


On April 30. Nixon sent U.S. troops 


into formerly neutral Cambodia on a a 
60-day mission to search out and de- 
stroy Communist supply depots and, 
hopefully, their main command center 
for the war 
in Vietnam. Militarily, 


Nixon later pronounced the operation n 
success, although the Communist head- 
quarters never was located. Domes- 
tically, the decision produced an an- 
tiadministration 
explosion 
among 


Americans who saw the move as ex- 
panding a war they wanted liquidated. 


On many a campus there were dem- 


onstrations, including one at Kent State 
University in which four youths were 
killed by National Guard gunfire. 


Tens of thousands of demonstrators 


converged on W a s h i n g t o n , a n d 
prompted thoso responsible for Nixon's 
s.ifoty to turn the White House into an 
i/mod camp Yet the President ven- 
tured forth for a predawn conversation. 


with a scattering of students at the Lin- 
coln Memorial and talked, it was said, 
mostly about football. 


Soon stories proliferated that Nixon 


had truly "isolated" himself at the 
White House, talking only with his clos- 
est aides in the executive mansion, 
namely Kissinger and old friends H.R. 
Haldeman and John D. Erlichman, and 
making it difficult even for cabinet 
members to exchange views. Interior 
Secretary Walter J. 
Hickel publicly 


urged the President to be more open", 
particularly on the issue of the war. 
Nixon fired him within months. 


In his 
few public appearances — 


Nixon held only six news conferences 
for all of 1970 "— it was apparent the 
Cambodia episode had made him more 
combative. He suggested rhat congres- 
sional doves were doing the nation a 
great disservice by not supporting his 
war policy, though he stopped short of 
accusing them of disloyalty. On the 
campaign 
trail. Vice President 
Ag- 


new—armed with speeches prepared by 
Nixon aides—attacked one Democratic 
senator after another as "radical-liber- 
als" and poured even stronger lan- 
guage upon others, including the news 
"ir-d,:.. 


.N v')n pronounced the 1970 election a 


victory for himself and the COP. Oth- 
ers didn't sec it that way. The Demo- 
crats, 
who generally campaigned 


ag.-'msr the war and a weakening econ- 
omy, held their own in Congress and 
scored impressive gains in state gover- 
norship and legislatures. 


The public's message apparently was 


not lost on the White House, regardless 
of irs interpretation of who won. Spiro 
Agneu's speeches grew calmer in tone 
and fewer in number. And when Nixon 
was asked at the star: of 1971 if he were 
satisfied with the performance of his 
administration, he offered 
a simple 


reply, "i Mope I do better." 


Nixon's conservative supporters weix- 


dismayed that he presented a • • f u l l em- 
ployment 
budget'' 
for 
the vea; 
— 


meaning that he wanted ;o spend as 
much as would come into the federal 
treasury if unemployment were at a 
practical m i n i m u m . Obviously, with 
unemployment running, M: that time, 
at about ('. per cent. Nixon was dipping 
into red i n k , a most un-Republican 
thing to do. 


Liberals on Capitol H i l l weren't un- 


happy so much about the idea of deficit 
spending — but they hardly agreed 
with the President about how to do i t . 
Democrats were particularly cool to 
Nixon's plan to share Slfi billion with 
state, county and local governments on 
a few-strings-attached basis. And they 
killed outright a Nixon-endorsed plan 
to subsidize an American supersonic 
airliner. 


The Vietnam conflict produced fresh 


controversy 
American 
aircraft 
and 


their crewmen — but no -round troops 
— took part in "limited" South Viet- 
namese attacks on supply lines in Laos. 


The action produced mixed results. 


The President contended i t assured the 
continuance of U.S. troop withdrawals. 
On the day the Laos operation ended, 
March 24, a peaceful crowd of perhaps 
half a million massed in Washington to 
::,"gean end to Vietnam involvement. 


As it turned out. i t as the last of the 


huge Washington peace marches 


The dispute over Laos -Doomed part of 


the pattern of the past. On July 
1">, 


1971, earn" something new -- one of the 
most s t u n n i n g breakthroughs of any 
presu'cncv. 


Nixon flew from his home at San Cle- 


mente, Calif., by helicopter to a tele- 
vision studio in Burbank, Calif , and 
calmly informed the world — in re- 
marks taking four minutes — that he 
was accepting with pleasure an invita- 
tion to visit the People's Republic of 
China in earlv 197? 


But that u,isn't . i l l . One month later, 


free enterprise advocate Nixon re 
.turned to the airwaves .ind produce.^ 
"yet another surprise: Wages and pncos 


would bo fro/cn for W days, a 10 per 


cent surcharge imposed on foreign im- 
ports pending an international agree- 
ment on monetary and trade reforms, 
and the United States was suspending 
its time-honored policy of selling gold 
to foreign governments 
and central 


banks at $35 an ounce. 


Again, most Americans applauded: 


clearly they wanted action on the eco- 
nomic front — and Nixon, with help 
from the resigned David Kennedy's re- 
placement as Treasury secretary, Dem- 
ocrat John B. Connally, had given it to 
them. 


In quick succession, he 
produced 


more drama. L'.S force levels in Viet- 
nam would be cut below 140,000 bv Feb. 
1, 1972 - 400,000 less than when he took 
office. Next came word that after his 
China trip early in the next year, he 
would be the first American president 
to visit Moscow. 
Kissinger set 
up meetings 
with allies 


And then, with Henry Kissinger act- 


ing as leg man — he had set up the 
China visit in a secret trip to Peking 
during the summer — came Nixon's 
"pre-summit summits," a series of 
meetings with leaders of nations the 
White House classified as "major al- 
lies" — Canada, France, Great Britain, 
West Germany and Japan. Not only 
would the upcoming talks with China 
and Moscow be discussed, but other 
serious issues as well. 


Nixon's meeting with President Pom- 


pidou of France, for example, provided 
the breakthrough which led to a later 
economic agreement 
— reached 
at 


Washington's Smithsonian Institution 
— among industrial nations that Nixon 
called "the most significant" in his- 
tory. 


In brief, the United States removed 


the tariff surcharge ordered earlier by 
the President in exchange for the other 
countries raising the value of their cur- 
rencies. This made it easier for the 
United States to export to them and 
harder for them to export to the United 
States. Additionally, the United States 
agreed to raise the price of gold later 
from $35 an ounce to $38 — amounting, 
in effect, to devaluation of the dollar. 
provided certain trade limitations were 
lifted by the other- countries. 


Nixon could not be euphoric about ev-

The China initiative brought with it a

Within the months after the Nixon 


visit, the two nations announced estab- 
lishment of "liaison" offices in each 
other's capitals. This, it was carefully- 
explained, did not amount to formal 
diplomatic recognition, since the step 
fell short of an exchange of embassies 
and iullfledged ambassadors. 


Despite that disclaimer, it was clear 


that this was no lowlevel experiment. 
Nixon, for his part, sent to Peking a de- 
legation headed by David Bruce, a dis- 
tinguished veteran of the diplomatic 
corps who only recently had been am- 
bassador to the Paris peace talks. 
China, in return, sent one of its top 
Western experts to Washington. 


The China trip hardly was calculated 


to stir delight at the Kremlin, but the 
followup flight to Moscow produced 
more successes from the standpoint of 
the number of issues resolved. 


The summit brought ;: series of 


agreements, and an unp; ..-cedcnted 12- 
pomr statement of priniipies for the be- 
havior of superpowers. 


The two sides agreed to collaborate 


in space, highlighted by joint docking 
of manned spacecraft 
scheduled in 


1975. A joint Soviet-American commis- 
sion v.-'iuld study problems of air, water 
and soil pollution. Aiicriv.-r group would 
cooperatee in reseurcr: .;n hvart dis- 
ease, cancer and public health. 


Most i m p o r t a n t , the two sides 


reached a first-stage agreement on lim- 
iting strategic nuclear arms. 
It re- 


stricted deployment of antiballistic — 
defensive — missiles to two sites each. 
neither side to have more than 20') 
launchers. 


An accompanying pact froze offen- 


sive missiles for five \ears at current 
levels. True, each side retained the ca- 
pacity to obliterate the other, but such 
developments meant both a cooling of 
the arms race — and the resultant sav- 
ings — and set the stage for future 
SALT talks which might lead to reduc- 
tions of the terrifying arsenals. 


Upon 
his r e t u r n , the Presiden: 


sounded a note of high hope as he re- 
ported to Congress, the series of sum- 
mits, he said, would not lead to instant 
peace nor render an imperfect world 
suddenly perfect. But "we are making 
progress toward a world in which lead- 
ers of nations will settle their differ- 
ences by negotiations, not by force," he 
said. 
Talks brought 
high hopes for 
world peace 


Indeed, that was a banner time for 


Richard Nixon's tenure as 37th Presi- 
dent, even as the war in Vietnam con- 
tinued and the economy floundered. A 
half-dozen Democrats, including the 
surprising frontrunner. Sen. 
George 


McGovern, were trying to turn those 
two issues into a case for turning Nixon 
out, but the polls showed that the na- 
tion. especially after 
the dram. me 


breakthroughs on the foreign 
front, 


had come to trust the man at the helm 
by a resounding margin 


That ho would be re-elected wa? all 
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Ford's 'no' now 'maybe' 


President Ford's expressed hope to deliver "at least" 


three more State of the Union messages to Congress 
prompted instant speculation that he will try to change the 
phrase to "more than" by seeking election in his own right 
in 1976. 


Now comes word from the White House press office that 


Ford's previous "no" to a presidential candidacy has been 
changed to "maybe," 


Some folks, looking for honesty and straightforwardness 


from the new President, may see this shift of attitude as an 
example of the same old political doub|e,-talk that we have 
been suffering with in the past. So it might be well to put 
the issue into perspective. 


It was during the congressional hearings on Mr. Ford's 


confirmation as Vice President under the 25th Amendment 
that he made the declaration that he would not be inter- 
ested in running for President in 1976. 


This is important. There were fears in Congress, espe- 


cially among Democrats, that the appointee to replace 
Spiro Agnew would become automatically tbe top GOP con- 
tender for the White House job. So, Mr. Ford promised that 
as Vice President he wouldn't attempt to move up the next 
notch as a candidate. 


At that time, there was still great uncertainty about the 


fate of Richard Nixon. While the thought that Ford might 
succeed to the Presidency before Mr. Nixon's term was up 
did exist, it was then secondary. The first thing was to fill 
the Vice Presidency. And Mr. Ford was only saying what 
he would do — or rather, would not do — in that office. 


Now that Mr. Ford is President, he is entitled to a new 


attitude, based on his new circumstances. He might say 
that his previous statement is "inoperative." But we hope 
he won't. 


Warren as federal judge 


Among the items of other news which was all but lost 


during the presidential transition was the nomination of 
Atty. Gen. Robert Warren to be a federal judge for the 
Eastern District of Wisconsin. The Senate should promptly 
confirm the nomination for a judgeship which has been va- 
cant for more than three years. 


Warren's nomination, pending for some months, was 


among the last acts of the presidency of Richard Nixon. Un- 
der procedure for such appointments, nominations can 
carry over from one presidential administration to the next 
and are active before the Senate. 


Warren's character and his record of public service, in- 


cluding nearly six years as attorney general, well qualify 
him K:r ri 
1'^ judgeship. He has received a high ranking from 


the '.Tir dean Bar Association and undergone the required 
prewnrnnation investigation of the FBI. 


After serving as an assistant district attorney, Warren 


was twice elected Brown County district attorney. He was a 
diligent and hard-working law enforcement officer. In 1964, 
Warren was elected to the State Senate. His willingness for 
work and leadership were demonstrated 
by his being 


named assistant floor leader and a member of the Joint Fi- 
nance Commiuee. Warren was elected attorney general in 
1968 and he was re-elected to the office's first four-year 
term in 1970. His direction of rhe expanded state Depart- 
ment of Justice has been praised by spokesmen of both po- 
litical parties. Before the judgeship opportunity emerged, 
Warren was regarded as the probable candidate of his 
party for governor. 


The three-judge federal court of the Eastern District has 


been one judge short since Judge Robert Tehan retired in 
June of 1971. The judicial vacancy is the longest one in the 
United States, resulting in a backlog of work and a post- 
ponement of justice for the people of the Eastern Disiric" 


Wisconsin Sens. William Proxrnire and Gay-lord Neison 


should guide the nomination through the Senate to assure 
the court will be back to its authorized strength before Con- 
gress recesses for the fall election campaign. 


The fading summer

Revival of the buffalo 


Once upon a time hundreds of thousands of American bi- 


son thundered over the Great Plains. Accounts of their 
mass and numbers are awesome. So, too, are the stories of 
their demise through the overkill of greedy seekers after 
hides. 


So it's something of a surprise to discover that buffalo 


are once again part of a profitable business. 


About ten years ago a handful of ranchers, mostly in Col- 


orado, began 
experimenting with raising the bison for 


meat. The less fhan fifty members have grown to 540 who 
are interested in breeding and marketing. They estimate 
that about 30,000 bison are now privately owned. 


Ronald Gregory, vice president of the National Buffalo 


Association, has 85C acres fenced in but he wants to expand 
his herd of 250 so he needs a much larger spread. Even in 
the West, the prairie is no longer open. 


Buffalo meat costs more than beef—it is now running 


about $4.90 for prime boneless st£ak—but it seems to be 
selling well. One reason may just be nostalgia for those 
who feel they can afford to be a part of the oioneer Ameri-» 
can West.

Both Demo- 
crats are up for reelection this year, 
and both wives campaign indepen- 
dently, discussing issues and plugging 
for votes. Mrs. Magnuson insists her 
husband doesn't 
even go over her 


speeches, because he wants her to 
speak for herself. Furthermore, two of 
the Senator's latest consumer causes 
were her ideas — flammable fabric leg- 
islation and the redesigning of match- 
book covers for better safety. 


Mrs. Bayh has for years helped with 


research, issues, organization and 
practically everything else and is a 
very effective campaign speaker. 


Women like these hope that Betty 


Ford will be active in a real sense in 
both politics and government projects, 
and not confine herself to being photo- 
graphed with the Girl Scouts or presid- 
ing over receptions for lovely Republi- 
can ladies.

Need new policies 
in inflation fight 


The shock of President Nixon's resig- 


nation obliges President Ford to em- 
phasize stability. But an effective fight 
against inflation, which the new Presi- 
dent has correctly stigmatized as Pub- 
lic Enemy No.l, requires new policies 
and new men. So the political test for 
Mr. Ford is how swiftly and how 
smoothly he can turn his back on Mr. 
Nixon. 


At the root of all this is inflation of a 


kind unfamiliar to modern American 
experience. This time the rise in prices 
is not explained by a sudden burst of 
consumer demand (as after World War 
II) or a big wage push (as at the end of 
the 1950s and 1960s). The operative 
cause now lies in extraordinary devel- 
opments on the commodity front. 


Oil prices have tripled in the past 


year thanks to the cartel of producing 
countries and their handmaidens, the 
oil companies. An extra $20 billion of 
national income now goes into the pock- 
ets of the countries and the companies. 


Farm prices have also soared, mainly 


because of a drought with worldwide 
incidence. Farm income in this country 
rose from an annual figure of $21 bil- 
lion in 1972 to a rate of about $45 billion 
at the end of last year 


Problem of supply 


According to Charles Schultze of the 


Brookings Institution, the rise in the 
price of fuel and food accounts, be- 
tween them, for about 60 per cent of the 
increase in the consumer price index 
during the past year. Precisely because 
the inflation was rooted in supply prob- 
lems, the measures taken by the Nixon 
administration have proved ineffective. 


The Nixon administration concen- 


trated Us efforts on restricting demand 
by raising interest rates and damping 
down government spending. But these 
actions had no impact whatsoever on 
the international oil cartel or the world- 
wide drought. The old-time religion, as 
the Nixon policy was called, didn't 
work because the old-time devil of ex- 
cess demand wasn't the demon which 
needed to be exorcised. 


On the contrary, the Nixnn policies

wherever possible. Hence the big price 
rises announced by the steel and auto 
industries, even in the midst of falling 
demand. Hence also some big wage in- 
creases already concluded in local con- 
struction contracts, and demand by the 
mincworkers from the coal producers. 


Recession real threat 


If those developments are not ar- 


rested, there will be a new. break-out of 
inflationary pressures But if the Ford 


administration mefely continues 


against the inflation the tight-money 
and budget-cutting policy of the Nixon 
adtninistraion, consumer demand will 


be clobbered to the point of long-term 
recession. 


The way out of this bind is to do 


many things at once. Big companies 
and big unions have to be persuaded to 
forego, at least for awhile, increased 
wages and prices. Oil prices have to be 
knocked down — perhaps by organiza- 
tion of a counter-cartel among the con- 
suming countries. Food prices ought to 
be stabilized by developing a policy for 
stockpiling against drought. 


Demand should be sustained — per- 


haps by a cut m payroll taxes which 
would tide over low-income workers in 
lieu of a wage increase. The unem- 
ployed need the cushion of a federal job 
program. Certain industries, notably 
housing, require special help. Capital 
needs to be rationed in ways that do not 
break utilities and savings and loan as- 
sociations. 


Doing all these things at once re- 


quires a major league team of econom- 
ic managers at the strategic posts in 
government. The present team at the 
White House, the Treasury and the Of- 
fice of Budget and Management cannot 
do the job. Apart from being believers 
in the old-time religion with a vested 
interest in vindicating their past, most 
of them have only the narrowest busi- 
ness experience. They are a sandlot 
team. 


Mr. Ford, of course, can get first- 


rate people. For the time being, at 
least, he enjoys a honeymoon with most 
sectors of the country. Good men from 
business and labor and government 
and the academic world are keen to 
pitch in. But the longer he waits on 
making changes, the more he becomes 
wedded to the Nixon policies, the 
harder it will be for him to get she kind 
of talent required to meet the present 
economic troubles.

W. Germans coping with inflation 


BONN, Germanv (AP) - West Ger 


mans have the lowest inflation iate of 
the major industi lalized countries, but 
still they worry about it 


Many of them remember 1923 when 


postwar inflation went haywire with 
the mark plunging from four to the dol 
lar to several trillion to the dollar in a 
matter of months 


Workers were paid then by the day 


and they carted their mone\ away in 
wheel barrows rushing to the butcher 
or the baker to unload it before the 
mark s value fell in the next hour or so 


That inflation was brought on by re 


parations payments to the World War I 
allies 


Many more West Germans rernem 


ber inflation after World War II, with 
black market barter and cigarettes re- 
placing Hitler's now-worthless reichs 
mark 


So when inflation began sweeping the 


world — helped on by Arab oil prices — 
the West Germans already were acting 
to keep it down 


Declaring lower prices the priority 


goal the government, then headed by 
Chancellor Willy Brandt, instituted in 
May 1972, Germany's toughest antnnf 
lation measures in years 
It slapped 


temporary 10 per cent tax surcharges 
on 800,000 Germans earning more than 
$9,200 a year and on 50,000 businesses 
It taxed capital investments by 11 per 
cent and lowered tax write offs on 
housing 
both measures designed to 


louver investments thus taking money 
out of circulation 


Other anti-inflation moves included 


cutting back government spending by 
$400 million and floating "stability" 
loans to provide high interest rates and 
encourage investors to tie up money m 
savings The Frankfurt Central Bank 
clamped rigorouslv high interest rates 
on credit 


The result was that this European 


economic giant so far has withstood 
better than anv, other Westei n country 
the inflationary surge caused bv mas- 
sive oil and raw material price in 
creases 


Its 7 2 per cent annual increase in 


prices for the German consumer con 
trasts to 10 7 per cent in the United 
States 10 9 in Canada, 8 5 in Sweden, 
9 8 in Switzerland, 13 5 in France, 16 in 
Britain and 23 9 in Japan 


The German rate went down even 


more in the spring In a recent inter 
view 
however, Chancellor Helmut 


Schmidt who was finance minister be- 
fore succeeding Brandt in May said he 
expects higher rates this year but that 
the over all 1974 level w i l l be less than 
8 per cent, a record in postwar Ger 
many In 1973 it was 6 9 per cent 


The drive hasn t been without its dif 


faculties The measures to cut back 
housing construction were so success- 
ful that there were 37,400 construction 
workers unemplo>ed in June Overall 
unemployment due to the anti-inflation 
moves and oil price increases 
more 


than doubled in a v,ear from 230 000 to 
490 000 up from 1 2 per cent of the 
work force to 2 2 per cent The impor 
tant auto industrv, including Volks 
wagen the world s third largest car 
manufacturer 
has had to resort to 


short-time schedules and bonus incen- 
tives for workers to resign

ichs latest estimate is that growth in 
the country s gross national product — 
the total value of goods and services — 
will decline to 2 per cent this vear from 
last year s 5 3 per cent mainlv as a re 
suit of the oil crisis

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford is moving to end political in-fight- 
ing between his advisers and holdovers 
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from Richard M. Nixon's presidency by 
creating a White House staff structure 
in his own image. 


Final decisions won't be made for 


several days, but sources said Ford has 
given preliminary approval to a staff 
structure that will differ extensively 
from that used by Nixon. 


According to the sources, the staff 


probably will allow for direct and con- 
tinuing contact between the President 
and his major aides, rather than chan- 
neling that contact through a single 
chief of staff as Nixon did. 


Ford's first full week in office wit- 


nessed behind-the-scenes maneuvering 
and feuding between his aides and ad- 
visers and those left in key positions 
when Nixon resigned. 


This was reflected in the sometimes 


contradictory reports by sources of the 
status of Alexander M. Haig Jr., the re- 
tired Army general who succeeded 
H.R. Haldeman more than a vear ago 
as White House staff chief. 


One source considered close to Ford 


reported that Haig would be eased out 
and probably replaced by NATO Am- 
bassador Donald Rumsfeld, who re- 
turned from Europe to help Ford dur- 
ing the transition period.

WASHINGTON (AP) - With support 


from both labor and Congress, Presi- 
dent Ford has moved quickly to demon- 
strate to the nation he is determined to 
fight inflation. 


Advisers say he is aware that the 


first two or three months will be vital 
in building public confidence in Gerald 
Ford's economic programs. 


To do this, he sent his economic ad- 


visers scurrying in all directions to 
come up with new policies, and refine 
old ones. 


He let it be known that he will soon 


announce his own "Ford program" of 
economic policies to replace that of his 
predecessor. 


To show that he means business, the 


President also: 


—Announced plans for a summit con- 


ference on inflation, to include repre- 
sentatives of business, labor, govern- 
ment and the public, which will be held 
after Labor Day. 


—Won quick preliminary approval in 


Congress for Cost of Living Task Force 
to focus on inflation. A final vote is ex- 
pected in both the House and Senate 
Monday. 


—Criticized General Motors for in- 


creasing the prices of its 1975 autos by 
$500. 


—Began consultations on economic 


programs with a wide segment of so- 
ciety, including major figures in orga- 
nized labor. 


—Vetoed a $47-million animal health 


research bill as inflationary, and made 
clear he would veto other measures 
that he felt would result in excessive 
government spending. 


— Moved toward an important com- 


promise on the trade bill and the ques- 
tion of more liberal Soviet emigration 
policies that could make possible action 
on the trade bill at this session of Con- 
gress. 


The President will try to keep the 


momentum going this week by focus- 
ing on specific ways of reducing fed- 
eral spending. 


He will summon the bipartisan con- 


gressional 
leadership 
to the White 


House, probably on Tuesday, to discuss 
plans for cutting $5 billion from the 
1975 federal budget and for achieving a 
balanced budget in 1976. 


As with former President Nixon, re- 


straint on government spending is one 


of two major planks in the Ford plat- 
form 
for controlling 
inflation. 
The 


other is a restrictive monetary policy 
that will keep interest rates high. 


It was clear last week that many in 


Congress are skeptical that Ford's 
proposal for a Cost of Living Task 
Force and reduced federal spending 
will have much effect on the nation's 
inflation rate. 


But Rep. Wright Patman, chairman 


of the House Banking Committee, 
seemed to sum up the views of the ma- 
jority Thursday when he said, "Many 
of us have doubts about the effec- 
tiveness of the task force approach, but 
let's give the President's suggestion a 
try." 


Big labor and big business said they 


would give the task force approach a 
chance, although they had combined to 
help kill nearly identical legislation 
proposed by the Nixon administration 
last spring. 


Although Ford said in his keynote 


presidential speech last Monday he fa- 
vors a good marriage over a honey- 
moon in his relations with Congress 
and the public, it was clear he was 
starting off with a pretty good honey- 
moon just the same. 


Kenneth Rush, the presidential eco- 


nomics counselor, said in an interview, 
"It is obvious that when anyone goes 
into a new job, there will be more mo- 
mentum in the beginning than can be 
sustained through the term, but that 
doesn't mean we can't lay the ground- 
work for the success of his policies 
later." 


Ford will have to make some hard 


decision soon on who to keep and who 
to let go among his holdover economic 
advisers from the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the Coun- 


cil of Economic Advisers for Nixon, is 
scheduled to leave at the end of this 
month anyway and Ford will replace 
him with Alan Greenspan, a New York 
economics consultant. 


One of the first who will be asked to 


leave, many sources believe, will be 
Budget Director Roy L. Ash, who was 
closely identified with Nixon and who 
has been involved in frequent internal 
feuding with Treasury Secretary Wil- 
liam E. Simon.

the state government and persuaded a 
new governor and legislature to set up 
a railroad commission with the pouer 
to control practices and regulate tar- 
iffs.

Milwaukee, Madison and Green Bay 


have become "very aggressive in de- 
veloping their conventionism, tourism 
and bowling industries," according to 
Keith Mulligan, association executive 
vice president 


"We want to get a bigger piece of the 


action, but 
first we must advertise 


what we have here to the vacationing 
public 


"It's going to be costlv," Mulligan 


admitted, "but the economic returns to

Two major motel chains have come 


into Fond du Lac the last couple of 
years, and "other motels have been 
able to hold their own here, too," Mulli- 
gan observed 


The association executive said that 


with existing motels and numerous din- 
ing places, the city is now able to ac- 
commodate conventions of between 500 
and 800 people, depending upon the 
kind of facilities required 


"But we need to find more ways to

Before you make up your mind, you 


might enjoy reading a story that Ely 
Culbertson wrote m his "Red Book on 
Play" 40 years ago "I met a French- 
man when I was studying in Pans," 
Culbertson relates, "and in the course 
of the Ohe afternoon of our acquaint- 
ance we felFinto a discussion of bridge 


Unfortunately the man knew noth- 


ing Whatsoever of the bidding and al- 
most as little of the play The sum of 
his knowledge was a system for playing 
a certain kind of suit." 
^Culbertson then shows a diagram of a 
sOit with Q-10-6 in the dummy and A-9- 
8-5-3 in declarer's hand. 


"The play is to take two finesses For 


years, players had been leading the ace 
first, then a small card to the Q-10 and 
guessing which card to play. The im- 
provement is to lead the queen and fi- 
nesse, if it loses, finesse the 10 later. 


"It is a losing play only when both 


the king and jack are in the hand over 
the ace, but this is balanced by the fact 
that the other line of play loses two 
tricks when the K-J lie over the Q-10." 


Give Culbertson credit for a pleasant 


story: It's unlikely that any such 
Frenchman ever existed. A man who 
knows nothing about bidding and al- 
most as little about play would never 
notice a combination of cards, let alone 
work out an improved method of play- 
ing it. 


The advice is noentheless correct. 


Taking two finesses is the soundest 
method of playing Q-10-x opposite A-9- 
8-x-x or Q-10 opposite six cards headed 
by A-9-8 


The alternative in today's hand is to 


lead a low spade toward dummy. Of 
course there is no problem if West has 
just the K-J, but there will be problems 
if West has different holdings; and 
South must make a plan without know- 
ing how the missing spades are ac- 
tually divided. 


If West happens to play a low spade 


(assuming a different division of the 
spades), what should declarer play 
from the dummy9 The 10 is best, since 
West may well be playing low from J-x 
but might lack the nerve to play low 
from K-x If the 10 loses to the jack, de- 
clarer should get to dummy and lead 
the queen of spades for a finesse 


Assuming that West will play king 


from K-6, K-5 or K-2, this plan will 
work in all 3-2 spade breaks except 
when West has K-6-5, K-6-2 or K-5-2 
Taking two finesses will lose when 
West has K-J, K-J-6, K-J-5 or 
K-J-2 


This small difference is more than 


offset by the 4-1 breaks. Here the sec- 
ond method breaks down almost com- 
pletely The Culbertson method works 
when West has any singleton except the 
king (four cases) or when East has a 
singleton honor (two cases) 


Summing up, the "correct" method 


of playing the spades is to win the first 
trick with the ace of clubs and lead the 
queen of spades for a finesse. When 
that loses, return to dummy and lead 
the 10 of spades for a finesse When 
that loses, you're down one — and en- 
titled to a little sympathy. 


At the other table of the match, the 


North-South cards were held by Mrs. 
Truscott and Mrs Hawes of the U S. 
team They got to six hearts, not quite 
as good a contract (in theory) as six 
spades At hearts it was very natural to 
win the first trick with the ace of clubs, 
cash the ace of spades and give up a 
spade, planning to ruff a spade later if 
necessary 
The actual spade break 


made the rest of the hand very easy. 


Both teams deserved great credit for 


getting to slam on the North-South 
cards, but the U S women wound up 
1530 points or 17 international match 
points better off Altogether, it was a 
hard-fought match, and the American 
women clearly deserved their victory 


These days, one is not supposed to 


comment that the 12 women of the two 
teams looked elegant at all times — so 
consider it unsaid.

our bedroom window at about 5 30 this 
morning provided us with a noisy but 
natural alarm clock They really we 
ren't wheelbarrows, only cocky, strutt-

As a matter of fact people in 


Eastern United States used to call their 
songs' the wheelbarrow chorus 


My wife peeked through the curtains 


and all she said was, "Good grief, the 
grackles1" I wasn't about to get up and 
look at grackles, but did get to wonder 
ing why so many have been coming to 
the yard these past few days Off in the 
distance carbide cannons already were 
at work in cherry orchards frightening 
the birds away from the ripening fruit 


Half asleep, I counted about 20 sec 


onds between the booming blasts of the 
cannons which, thankfully, were sev 
eral miles away Then I began wonder 
ing if some of the grackles here had 
been chased from the orchards How 
ever, if several more grackles at the 
feeders will insure a plentiful supply of 
frozen cherries for making cherry pud 
ding this winter, I'll gladly help to fat 
ten some of the grackles with sunflo 
wer seeds here instead of cherries in

Quiscalus quiscula (Latin name for

but a foregone conclusion, even as his 
campaign organization was stashing 
extra millions in its treasury and re- 
sorting to secret practices 
such as 


spying, sabotage, burglary and bug- 
ging. 


One of these acts surfaced in a comic 


opera sort of way: five agents, on a 
wiretapping operation at 
Democratic 


National Headquarters in the Water- 
gate office building, were caught red- 
handed that month of June. But there 
wasn't evidence any higher-ups were 
involved. McGovern, once nominated, 
tried to make it a campaign issue. It 
never caught hold. 


Richard Nixon was re-elected by the 


largest vote ever. 


In one sense, it meant the end of his 


turbulent career as a politican. He 
could not run again; now was the time 
to settle exclusively into the business of 
being President. 


And he made that posture quickly 


apparent, much to the shock of his lieu- 
tenants up and down the adminis- 
tration. "I will expect all of them to 
submit their resignations," he declared 
in an interview. "If it is found that any 
of them no longer are needed or that 
their jobs are no longer needed, then 
their resignations will be accepted." 


Armed with those resignations, the 


President 
headed for Camp David, 


Md., where he summoned reporters 
and talked about his second-term 
thoughts and plans: 
" ... The tendency is for an adminis- 


tration to run out of steam after the 
first four years, and then to coast, and 
usually coast downhill. This is particu- 
larly true when there is what you call a 
landslide victory ... 


"What I am trying to do is to change 


that historicial pattern. The only way 
that historical pattern can be changed 
is to change not only some of the play- 
ers, but some of the plays ... 


"What I am suggesting here is that 


when a new administration comes in, it 
comes in with new ideas, new people, 
new programs ... A second adminis- 
tration usually lacks that vitality." 


By early December, Nixon had se- 


lected his second-term cabinet. Indeed 
it was different. Of all the department 
heads who took office with him in 1969, 
only Secretary of State William P. Rog- 
ers remained in his original post — and 
he, too, would be gone within the year, 
with Henry Kissinger his replacement. 


In contrast to the original, the sec- 


ond-term Nixon Cabinet contained few 
professional politicians. Clearly, the re- 
shuffled team would owe more to the 
President 
than any outside 
consti- 


tuency. 


Wholesale changes were made in the 


lesser posts with some key spots going 
to graduates of Nixon's personal staff 
— further evidence of the President's 
intent to keep a tight rein on the 
agencies. One maneuver resulted in a 
young conservative, Howard Phillips, 
going to the top spot at the Office of 
Economic Opportunity — with the sole 
purpose of dismantling the antipoverty 
agency, an attempt to circumvent Con- 
gress in doing so. 


Nixon.'s justification for such moves: 


"I honestly believe that government in 
Washington is too big and it is too ex- 
pensive." And he now sought to over- 
ride the legislative branch 
through 


exercise of executive power. 


He countered what he regarded as ex- 


cessive appropriations 
through 
im- 


poundment, a refusal to spend the 
money voted by Congress. These proce- 
dures led to protests that he was up- 
surping the constitutional powers of 
Congress. As 1973 dawned, it seemed 
that this would be one of the year's big 
issues. 


The most burning issue, of course, 


was still Vietnam. But Nixon, on inau- 
guration day 1973, delivered a welcome 
word on that score: "America's longest 
and most difficult war comes to an 
end." 


He would not offer, on that dreary, 


raw winter day, any particulars. But 
this was no empty promise, even if it 
was viewed in that light by critics still 
denouncing a resumption of the bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam barely a month 
earlier. The wisdom of the air attacks 
is still debated, but it remains that 
Kissinger, through repeated visits to 
the peace table in Paris, finally shaped 
an agreement which fit Nixon's defini- 
tion of "peace with honor." 


On Jan. 27, Secretary Rogers signed 


his name 62 times to the various docu- 
ments and protocols, and the United 
States was finally on its way out of a 
war that had cost more than 55,000 
American lives and drained its defense 
budget by billions upon billions. 


Many Americans regarded the Viet- 


nam settlement as a high-water mark 
of Nixon's presidency. Others noted 
with bitterness that he had promised in 
1968 to get the United States out - and 
that 20,000 U.S. soldiers had died and 
$20 billion had been spent before he 
achieved it. 


S t i l l , in the months after Vietnam's 


end the return of POWs, Nixon ob- 
viously had reaped his share of affec- 
tion. The polls .showed a vast majority 
approved of his conduct in office, and 
he now turned with apparent zest to the 
anticipated struggles to restrain fed- 
eral spending, transfer more decision- 
making to state houses and city halls, 
and 
build on 1972's spectacular ap- 


proaches 
to China and the Soviet 


Union. 


Then public attention shifted from 


POWs to ihe televised hearings of a 
Senate select committee headed by a 
folksy senator from North Carolina, 
Sam J. Ervin Jr. With that, Richard 
Nixon's year of promise began to 
rumble. 


The man who proclaimed at the 


year's beginning that "I believe in the 
battle" found himself in an unwanted 
fight for sheer political survival. The 
plans for reorganizing his cabinet and 
the entire federal bureaucracy were 
lost in a scramble simply to keep the 
machinery from grinding to a stand- 
still. 


As the President and his men stum- 


bled from crisis to crisis, there were 
three attorneys general, three directors 
of the FBI, three secretaries of defense, 
four Watergate prosecutors, and three 
directors of the Central Intelligence 
Agency For most of 1973, there was no 
U S . ambassador to fhe Soviet Union. 
Many oth«r diplomatic posts were va- 
cant as the Watergate scandal put a 


brake on the time-honored practice of 
transforming campaign 
contributors 


into diplomats. 


In August, Rogers went out ;«.t state 


and Kissinger's installation as secre- 
tary marked the departure of the last 
of the "Big Three" at Nixon's immedi- 
ate side in the White House. In addition 
to the Watergateprompted 
resignations 


of H.R. Haldeman and John Ehrlich- 
man, Robert Finch, Charles W. Colson 
and Harry Dent had left as well. 


Some relief had come in the unlikely, 


bulky figure of Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
first Soviet boss to pay a state visit to 
the United States since Nikita Khrush- 
chev called on Dwight D. Eisenhower 
in 1959. The television lights in the big 
Senate Caucus Room were doused so 


Nixon could concentrate on summitry. 
But the respite was brief. 


A week later boyish John W. Dean 


III, fired two months earlier as Nixon's 
White House counsel, voiced accusa- 
tions that the President had been a 
party to obstruction of justice., to hid- 
ing the truth about Watergate. The 
President kept silent, relying on earlier 
denials. This time, according to the 
polls, the public found them uncon- 
vincing. 


A deeply troubled citizenry, its com- 


prehension taxed by the manifold and 
growing allegations of misconduct, was 
perhaps almost as disturbed about an 
economy that seemingly had run out of 
control. Nixon, foe of formal wage- 
price 
controls, 
had 
abandoned 
the 


largely successful Phas.e II program, 
opting for voluntary methods. It was 
followed by the biggest inflationary 
binge in more than two decades, a spi- 
ral which remained unstemmed 
in 


mid-1974. Simultaneously, a new world 
money crisis erupted, forcing the sec- 
ond devaluation of the do'lar in 14 
months. 


All but forgotten was Nixon's pledge 


that 1973 would be the "year of Eu- 
rope." A procession of European heads 
of government 
did visit Washington, 


but Nixon, who was on record as plan- 
ning a "grand tour" of Europe, never 
got closer to the continent than Iceland, 
where he met French President 
Georges Pompidou. Consideration of a 
"new Atlantic Charter" slipped quietly 
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off front pages. 


October produced not one, but two of 


the most severe shocks ever to hit any 
administration. First was the resigna- 
tion of Vice President Agnew, himself 
embroiled in a scandal. To avoid prose- 
cution on more serious charges — and 
possibly jail 
— the 
vice president 


agreed to step down and plead no con- 
test to a single count of tax evasion. 


Nixon was believed to favor Connally 


as successor, but many Republicans 
and Democrats opposed him and Nixon 
turned to a safe and seemingly popular 
alternative; Gerald R. Ford, the House 
Republican leader and Capitol Hill vet- 
eran. Less than nine months after Ford 
was sworn in, Connally was to be in- 
dicted on charges of obstructing jus- 
tice, perjury and taking a bribe in the 
milk case. 


The most troublesome chapter, writ- 
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ten by Nixon's own hand, was the sec- 
ond of the October developments. The 
President wanted Archibald Cox, the 
special Watergate prosecutor, fired for 
his pursuit of tape recordings of 
Nixon's conversations about the scan- 
dal — tapes which Nixon had made 
without the knowledge of those to 
whom he talked. 


Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson re- 


signed rather than carry out Nixon's 
order. So did Deputy Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam D. Ruckelshaus. Finally the third- 
in command. Solicitor General Robert 
H. Bork, ousted Cox and took over the 
Justice Department. 


Nixon fought on. But his game plan 


obviously was not designed for coming 
from behind — and his time and team- 
mates alike were running out. Even- 
tually, the quarterback, too, had to 
leave the field.

their aptitudes in various jobs>, says 
William Olsten, founder and chairman 
of the board of a company that special- 
izes in temporary services 


"Two major corporations in New Jer- 


sey have turned over their mail rooms 
to retirees Every facet of receiving 
and distribution is manned entirely by 
the temporary help," observed Olsten, 
who was a pioneer when he founded his 
own service 24 years ago 


In addition to the boost for retirees 


who want to keep busy, the system has 
cut down on turnover and absenteeism 
for employers, Olsten notes 


Some big companies even call back 


their own retirees who are on pension, 
he remarked 
Some retirees become 


quasi-consultants and some are hired 
on a 30-day renewable basis The com- 
pany may get an opportunity to 
reemploy help it may have spent long 
years in training 


As for housewives, they are into ev 


ery job facet, and if they are not, they 
aren't giving themselves a chance, he 
says 


"A housewife shouldn't count herself 


out of the job market because she

one of Scottish ancestry. She's already 
corraled an impressive list. 


"When the Irish came to the United 


States, they were held together by the 
Catholic Church. The Italians and Poles 
had groups to hold them, but the Scott- 
ish people have had no one to boost 
them even though they made enormous 
contributions to the United States. In 
fact they were the warp and woof," she 
says firmly. 


In researching George Washington's 


Cabii et she found that 73 per cent of 
the members were Scots. And Lord 
Hamilton was assisted by the U.S. 
State Department through President 
Eisenhower's interest, she says, to esti- 
mate the American-Scottish population. 


"We want to bring practical coopera- 


tion between Americans and the Scott- 
ish people. A secondary purpose is to 
obtain a cultural headquarters for Scot- 
land in the United States," she says. 


As she envisions it, there would be a 


library, meeting rooms, a restaurant 
(with all 365 brands of Scotch) and it 
would provide a residence for impor- 
tant Scottish visitors. A place, too, for 
Scots trying to break into complicated 
business markets — a headquarters. 


"It ties in with the fact that Scotland 


has no government," she explained. 
"My husband always hoped to see a 
supplementary parliament, a local as- 
sembly body that would handle local 
problems as we do in the United States. 
As it is, all Scotland's affairs are set- 
tled in London. London must give per- 
mission for a house to have a new bath- 
room. If a new engine is needed for a 
little fishing boat, one's MP must go to 
London and plead the case and even 
buy the engine in London.

Writer lauds 
the onion

The onion, rowdy member of the lily 


family, may give off an aroma you can 
chin yourself on, but it is one of the 
most versatile of vegetables and has in- 
fluenced cuisines around the world. 


Cooked properly, the adaptable bulb 


can serve as the keystone for a hearty 
soup, a subtle sauce or an aromatic 
stew. Teamed up with its formidable 
cousin, garlic, it can turn a French 
dressing into a pungent classic or 
make a pedestrian gazpacho a Spanish 
delight. 


Like most youngsters, I shied away 


from onions during early childhood, 
but by nij teens I had acquired a nod- 
ding acquaintance with the mild Ber- 
muda. When I reached 20, I liked most 
of the American varieties, from pep- 
pery scallions to the stalwart yellow 
and white globes that account for at 
least 75 per cent of the onions grown in 
this country. 


When I first visited Europe about a 


decade later, I learned that onions form 
one of the basic aromatid vegetables of 
continental cookery. The French grow 
several varieties we lack in America 
such as the small, flat grelots used for 
garnishes. They also go in for the Lis- 
bon, the equivalent of our own round, 
white onion and make some delectable 
dishes, such as onions simmered in 
port wine, vinegar and brown sugar 
with a handful of raisins added.' 


In Italy, there is a specialty known as 


Cipolle Ripiene. It consists of large 
round onions stuffed with parsley, gar- 
lic, anchovies, ham, black olives and 
bread crumbs. Well worth a try if you 
visit that country. 


The British like onions so much they 


bake king-sized ones like an Idaho po- 
tato and serve them with nothing but a 
little butter and salt. 


The Yugoslavs, like the Italians, stuff 


onions, cramming them with every- 
thing from minced mutton to kaimak, a 
mixture of cottage cheese and sour 
cream. 


No need, however, to travel that far 


to enjoy onions. There are plenty of 
great dishes in this country. Such as 
Gourmet Baked Onions: 


6 large yellow onions 


V4 cup water 


2 tablespoons butter 
1 chicken bouillon cube 


V4 cup dry white wine 


1 ounce brandy 
2 tablespoons chopped fresh 
parsley 
Cut slices from both ends of onions 


and peel thinly. Place onions in shallow 
baking dish and set aside. Combine in 
a skillet water, butter and bouillon 
cube; heat till butter and bouillon cube 
dissolve. Stir in wine, brandy and pars- 
ley. Remove from heat and pour over 
onions. Cover casserole tightly and 
bake in 350-degree oven 90 minutes, or 
till onions are tender. Garnish with 
parsley before serving. Serves 6. Good 
with a chilled rose wine. 
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Northern coast," she went on. "I'm

Grayson Kirk, former president of Co- 
lumbia University, heads up the educa- 
tion committee. An American-Scottish 
fashion committee is being formed and 
another subcommittee is in the field of 
medicine "because the Scots are famed 
for their surgery," she notes. 


Lord Hamilton had organized the 


foundation in 1956. In 1971, six years af- 


ter his death, Lady Hamilton started 
the Scottish balls, an instant success, 
held during Scotland Week (November 
12-18). This year, an American of Scott- 
ish descent who has made "a great con- 
tribution to the United States" will be 
chosen for an award. 


An accomplished pilot, Lord Ham- 


ilton was killed with his son when he 
flew a plane over Camaroon and be- 
came involved with an "uncharted 
magnetic field." 


"It was really one of those great love 


stories," she says, in describing their 
first meeting in London where she had 
gone to speak to a group of MPs at the 
request of John Foster 
Dulles. "I 


couldn't think of what I had wanted to 
say when I saw him enter the room." 


After their marriage in 1952 they 


lived in London, "and being an Ameri- 
can woman," she says, she spent a 
great deal of time at Parliament and 
with her husband's Scottish consti- 
tuencies, helping to see about the needs 
of Scotland. 


The American-Scottish Foundation 


has active members in almost every 
state. 
A newly formed 
Connecticut 


chapter recently sponsored a Hunter

lighted by Scottish festivities, pipers 
and tartan cloths on luncheon tables. 


Although Lady Hamilton's family 


was Welsh and English, there are Scots 
on a grandmother's side. In any event, 
her dedication to her husband's cause 
is "as they always say, people who are 
proselytized to a cause are more ardent 
than others."

and is described by most biographers 
as a gifted woman with a good educa 
tion for the time

when he was 18 and she was 16 Five

First Ladies coped with impeachment in 1868 


schooling the children, collecting rents 
and directing improvements on the 
land and buildings they had bought 


During the Civil War President Lin- 


coln appointed Johnson military gover- 
nor of Tennessee and while Johnson 
was establishing himself in Nashville, 
Fliza Johnson stayed in Greenville, re 
fusing to desert her home and property 
even though she was surrounded by 
hostile secessionists 
Her 
efforts 


proved futile as Confederates confis- 
cated the property and converted her 
home into a barracks and hospital for 
their own troops In October, 1862 she 
left to join her husband at the barn 
caded rapitol 


Johnson was blessed with a fiety 


temper and personal courage One inci 
dent relates how he was warned that if 
he delivered a speech he would be shot 
He mounted the platform and displayed 
a gun along with his manuscript 


Mrs Johnson was at his side while 


he served 10 years in the House of Rep 
resentatives In 1853 he ran for gover 
nor and was reelected in 1855 He be 
came a U S senator in 1857 


The v ice presidency was 
awarded 


him in 1864 by the Union Party, which 
was made up primarily of Republicans 
President 
Lincoln was renommated 


and Andrew Johnson was selected as 
his running mate in order to balance 
the ticket He was a Southern Demo- 
crat, who favored slavery 


With the tragic death of Lincoln, the 


Johnson family moved into the White 
House Mrs Johnson, by this time, was 
an invalid and spent most of her time 
confined to her room in the upper por- 
tion of the White House All she could 
offer her husband was companionship 
when his rushing temper threatened to 
break down his power of judgement, 
and T>"-'fort when he tired of fighting a 
hostile congress 


when he tried to take up Lincoln's 


plan of reconstruction he faced opposi 
non everywhere he turned He would 
storm up to the quiet room of the White 
House, to his wife's understanding 


With the event of Mrs Johnson's ill 


ness, Martha Patterson, wife of a Ten 
nessee senator, and the 
President's 


daughter, functioned as the nations 's 
First Lady Upon the family's arrival 
in Washington, she is quoted as retort 
mg to a reporter, "We are a plain 
people, sir, from the mountains of Ten 
nessee, and we do not propose to put on 
airs because we have the fortune to oc 
cupy this place for a little while "

Washington was surprised when the 


new First Lady bought two Jersey cows 
and milked them every morning After 
noons and evenings she was host to teas 
and receptions, welcoming everyone, 
even though Congress lashed out with 
talk of impeaching her father 


Seldom did she leave her father's 


side during those hai ried months of the 
impeachment fight She covered up the 
nervousness in her manner and the 
worry in her eyes 
Vicious and ma- 


licious attacks were being made on 
Johnson 


Gossip included statements that he 


was an illegitimate son of a gentleman 
of some distinction (the gossips went 
so far as to name the man though they 
were unable to agree on his identity), 
remarks that he was unfaithful to his 
wife, and comments that he was a 
drunkard 


The last attack stemmed from the 


circumstances surrounding his vice 
presidential inauguration when he ap 
peared slightly inebriated All the ru 
mors proved unfounded 


Talk of impeachment started three 


days after Johnson took office but the 
actual proceedings started in Febru 
ary, 1868 when he ignored a Congres- 
sional Act limiting his power, and fired 
his secretary of war, Edwin Stanton 


The President was acquitted in the 


same year when the Senate failed to 
convict him, lacking only one vote 
Martha was glad to be alone when the 
news came, for facing the public with 
her usual composure posed a problem 
As the news broke, the strain they had 
all been under became evident 


A year later with Martha at his side 


he bade gracious farewells, as though- 
no impeachment trial had taken place 


Mrs Johnson also suffered through 


the impeachment trial of her husband 


No longer able to be at hi-~ side she 
could only sit helpless in her room and

Full happiness was attained when he

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Escapees captured, one killed in Texas manhunt 


STEPHENV1LLE, Tex. (AP) - "The 


dogs barked. We threw the light at 
them and we saw the silhouettes. We 
hollered for them to stop. They did not 
and then started running and we 
started firing." 


That's how Jim Ellmore, a Mineral 


Wells policeman, described the corner- 
ing Monday night of three escaped con- 
victs who had terrorized the ranch 
country of central and west Texas for 
four days. 


One of the three convicts, Richard 


Mangum, 22, was killed in the gunfire 
as law enforcement officers moved in 
to end the bloody rampage that had left 
two dead and five wounded and had 


chased frightened residents from their 
homes. Jerry Ulmer, 22, a convicted 
murderer, and Dalton Williams, 29, the 
third escapee, were arrested. 


Police said the convicts did not re- 


turn the hail of gunfire. 


Mangum was shot in the face, arms 


and body, police said. They said Ulmer 
sprained his ankle as officers arrested 
the pair. An ambulance driver said 
that Ulmer was taken to the Step- 
henville police station, where he joined 
Williams. 


The three escaped from the Colorado 


State Prison at Canon City last 
Thursday. They headed at once across 
New Mexico and into Texas to seek re- 


venge against persons who had testi- 
fied to send them to prison. 


Those killed in Texas had testified 


against two of the convicts at separate 
trials. Officers said the convicts had 
mentioned the victims to other inmates 
ae objects of revenge before escaping 
from Canon City. 


The victims were Rotan 
rancher- 


farmer T.L. Baker, 65, who had testi- 
fied against Williams in a 
robbery 


case, and Mrs. Ray Ott, a resident of a 
community near here, who had testi- 
fied against Ulmer. They were shot 
Saturday at their tomes. 


Erath County Dist. Atty. Bob Glas- 


gow said Ulmer and Williams would be 


charged with murdering Mrs. Ott. He 
said other charges would be filed later. 


Two girls they kidnaped in New Mex- 


ico were raped and released in Texas. 


The five others were wounded by the 


convicts as they stole cars and fired in- 
discriminately at groups of people 
while being chased up and down farm 
roads. 
Authoities mounted a massive man- 


hunt in the rugged ranchland for the 
three, but the convicts eluded the 
nearly 200 pursuing officers for two 
days. Monday morning, a policeman 
spotted them through binoculars as 
they walked along a creek. 


Ellmore said he and three other offi- 


cers were in a car when they heard 
dogs barking from a house beside the 
road. 


"It sounded like the dogs might be 


chasing someone," he said. The officer 
said a spotlight was directed at the 
house. 


"That's when we saw three figures 


near the side of the house," he said. 


Officer Richard Trail of Eastland 


said, "One of the officers threw his 
spotlight on the suspects, and the sus- 
pects were advised to halt. Instead they 
broke and ran, and we started shoot- 
ing." 


Trail was 
with 
officers Ellmore. 


Freddie McDonald and Larry Branden- 
berg of Mineral Wells. 


Ellmore said the convicts were just 


over a mile from where they had been 
spotted 15 hours earlier 


The officers said they fired approxi- 


mately 15 shots. 


"It was a short volley, but it was 


pretty rapid fire," Trail said, explain- 
ing that the offi<er< were armed with 
handguns, shotguns and rifles. 


Ellmore said he did not think the 


convicts returned the fire, although 
they were armed with rifles and had 
ammunition in their pockets. 


Trail said the convicts ran toward a

CHICAGO (AP) - 
Atty. Gen. Wil- 


liam B. Saxbe said today that crime in 
the United States rose 6 per cent in 1973 
and called the upward trend "harsh, 
bitter and dismaying." 


The nation, he said, "is in deep 


trouble in its effort to reduce crime " 


Saxbe's remarks were in a speech 


prepared for a conference of big-city 
police chiefs. 


"We can now preceive with shocking 


clarity that we have suffered a severe 
setback" in the fight to curb crime, 
Saxbe said 


He noted that the FBI Uniform Crime 


Reports showed that the number of 
crimes reported to police declined 4 per 
cent in 1972, the first drop in 17 years. 


According to the FBI figures, the 


crime rate held steady for the first nine 
months of 1973, then soared in the last 
quarter to 16 per cent more than in the 
comparable period of 1972. The FBI fig- 
ures showed a 15 per cent increase for 
the first three months of 1974. 


The FBI statistics reflect the number 


of crimes reported to state and local 
police in seven categories — murder, 
rape, assault, robbery, burglary, lar- 
ceny and motor vehicle theft. 


The full-year report for 1973 is due 


for release Sept. 6. Saxbe said those 
figures "will show that crime actually 
increased during 1973 by 6 per cent, not 
the 5 per cent that was earlier pre- 
dicted." 


"The fact is that for at least a brief 


period, we have lost our initiative and 
are back on the defensive." he told the 
police chief?. 


The attorney general expressed di- 


sappointment in the performance of a 


Justice Department agency, the Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance Adminis- 


tration. 


Noting that LEAA has spent $3.2 bil- 


lion on crime-fighting programs over 
the past six years, he said the agency 
only recently set up a comprehensive 
way of measuring the effectiveness of 
its spending. 


Saxbe remarked that LEAA soon will 


get its fifth administrator in six years 
and said, "such turnover hardly en- 
hances efficiency " 


Saxbe said that poverty, the dimin- 


ishing influence of such institutions as 
the church and the family, and the high 
unemployment among 
urban 
young 


people of racial minorities contribute to 
crime. 


"One lesson is that we are not going 


to solve the crime problem among the 
young, especially in the cities, until 
they are brought into society's main- 
stream," he said. "To do that, a basic 
step is to impart educational and em- 
ployment skills — and couple it with 
actual jobs. This is not only needed to 
help control crime. It is also the de- 
cent, the humanitarian thing to do." 


Saxbe spoke on the opening day of a 


two-day session of police chiefs from 31 
metropolitan areas. The group, known 
as the Major Cities Chief Adminis- 
trators' Conference, was convened at 
the request of FBI Director Clarence 
M. Kelley. 


Alarmed by the crime rate increase. 


Saxbe and Keiley quie'ly arranged the 
session after the attorney general aban- 
doned his preliminary plan for a much 
larger conference in Washington.

our work cut out for us in trying to get 
through the next two years without a 
state tax increase." 


Lucey said inflation may offset the 


gains he said his administration has 
made to reduce spending and increase 
productivity of state agencies. 


Lucey said the surplus projection 


was based on actual tax collection for 
the 1974 fiscal year, projected collec- 
tions in fiscal 1975 and a revised view 
of economic conditions during 1975. 


Last January, the Democratic gover- 


nor urged the legislature to set aside a 
"cookie jar" fund of $27.7 million. He 
said greater than anticipated receipts 
and action by the legislature pushed 
that figure to $46.2 million last month. 


Lucey said he has asked state agency 


heads to trim future spending plans to 
the "lowest possible level, justifying 
each expenditure and ranking its im- 
portance in comparison with others." 


"With the price of food, fuel and ma- 


terials increasing daily, state govern- 
ment finds itself in the same budget 
crunch as every Wisconsin wage ear- 
ner," the governor said. 


"We have worked hard to curb gov- 


ernment growth in the past 
four 


years," he said. "In some areas we 
have succeeded. For example, we have 
curbed the number of authorized state 
positions to the point where we will 
have fewer at the end of this bienmum 
than we had at the beginning." 


Lucey said inflation is the major fac- 


tor causing higher than expected tax 
collections. 


In January, it was predicted the 


Gross National Product would increase 
by 7.7 per cent in 1974, he said, but it is 
now expected that the 1974 GNP will in- 
crease 8.6 per cent.

Lindbergh, who sparked worldwide ex- 
citement with his "Lone Eagle" flight 
from New York to Paris in 1927, has 
been buried in a small, seaside grave- 
yard less than eight hours after his 
death.

Monday when the 72-year-old aviation 
hero was buried beside the nondenomi- 
national Kipahulu Hawaiian Church 
were his widow, Anne, and one of the 
five Lindbergh children, Land. 


The other four living children of the 


man who flew out of obscurity with an 
epic solo crossing of the Atlantic in a 
single engined plane were too far away 
to fly to Hawaii in time for the service. 


The 
eulogy—part 
of which Lind- 


bergh had written himself — was deliv- 
ered by a young Protestant minister, 
the Rev. John Tincher. 


Lindbergh penned these words: 
"We commit the body of General 


Charles A. Lindbergh to its final res- 
ting place, but his spirit we commend 
to Almighty God, knowing that death is 
but a new adventure in existence and 
remembering how Jesus said upon the 
Cross. "Father, into Thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit." 


At his own request, Lindbergh was 


buried in a khaki shirt and dark cotton 
trousers His casket of eucalyptus wood 
was built by cowboys from nearby ran- 
ches. 


"The Lone Eagle planned his final 


trip as much as he planned his Atlantic 
trip or anything else he ever did in his 
life," said Dr. Milton Howell, a long- 
time friend. 


Howell said Lindbergh died of cancer 


of the lymphatic system. The pioneer 
aviator had spent the last eight days of 
his life in Hawaii after a month long 
stay in New York's Columbia-Presby- 
terian Hospital. 


"When he knew he could not recover, 


Mr. Lindbergh requested that he be 
taken here fiom Columbia so he could 
die. He had made his vacation home 
here for many years and wanted to die 
here," Howell said. 


In addition to his widow and Land, 


Lindbergh is survived by sons Jon of 
Washington state and Scott of Paris 
and daughters Reeve of New England- 
and Anne Lindbergh Feydi of Paris. 


President Ford, who only last Friday 


had sent Lindbergh a telegram wishing 
him a speedy recovery, said: 


"For a generation of Americans, and 


for millions of other people around the 
world, the 'Lone Eagle' represented all 
that was best in our country — honesty, 
courage and the will to greatness.... 


"Nearly half a century has passed 


since his courageous solo flight across 
the Atlantic, but the courage and dar- 
ing of his feat will never be forgotten."

pioneers who risked their lives to fly 
the mail.

PICKLE CROW, Ont. — Like the old man who hurries to'do the things 


he knows can't wait, I had to return for what may well be the last time to 
the quiet island the rest of the world hasn't found — yet

naburgh Lake and the myriad of other bigger and smaller waters in 
Northern Ontario. 


She looks so similar to its neighboring islands, in fact, that we always 


have trouble finding her. A 10-mile boat trek from Highway 599 usually be- 
comes a 15-mile search. 


Perhaps it's because she doesn't want to be found 
And sometimes, after we find her, it's almost like she doesn't want any 


part of us Like this last time, when she sent her horde of mosquitoes to 
beat us, half crazed, from her shores long before we were ready to leave 


When we found the island six years ago, the hidden boulders that circle 


her battered our boat and tossed me head first into the channel 


I have reasons to hate that fickle little island. Reasons and scars and 


ugly holes in my body where mosquitoes and black flies fed. 


But I hold no grudges against her 
She's been as kind as she has cruel 
She's been a place to go when the world was snapping at my heels. A 


place where there is silence all the way around the dial of my radio. 


A place \\here, when we first visited her, the only humans who neared 


her shore*, \vere three Indians in a canoe They passed on their way to a 
cabin ut 'be Albany River

Everywhere there is a reminder that this land belongs to the Indian

Here the August days last until nearl\ 10 p m the short nights are crisp

It's 


where we've been laughed to sleep by loons and awakened by raucous 
crows. 


It's where we've gorged ourselves with fresh walleye and fried potatoes

It's where we've talked around a campfire until night was ready to be- 


come morning. 


It was with heavy hearts that we left our island last week, for we agreed 


it probably was the last time we'd see her What we feared two years ago 
was coming true. Too much of Ontario is fast becoming like too much of 
Wisconsin 


Trailers and motor homes head north OP the toad we once shared with 


few other vehicles. 


Cabins and resorts are springing up and in tiny, dusty Savant there is 


even a modern motel alongside Ennis' General Store. 


What used to be a rutted, narrow, gravel road that carried us to Os- 


naburgh Lake now is being blacktopped There are even traffic signs. 


Men with dynamite and big machines are taking out the curves and the 


blind hills on the long path past rundown Indian settlements and trading 
posts and between blue-green lakes 


Pop and beer cans and other garbage are beginning to show up in spots

Rich copper veins have been discovered at Pickle Crow, just north of 


our little island, and now monstrous trucks carrying fuel and turbines ter- 
rorize the once-peaceful road 


Newspapers tell how remote Pickle Crow and Central Patricia will soon 


How hundreds of men w i l l be hired for the mines that are 
expected to produce for decades. 


People in these parts are excited They have a right to be 
But we're saddened by the prosperity 
The rest of the world is sure to find and claim our island soon. Maybe in

Beagle trial judge busy

When one thinks about a judge, the 


thought usually comes to mind of a 
white-haired, dark-robed fellow sitting 
on the bench with a gavel in his hand. 


This may be true when it comes to a 


case in court, but it is far from accu- 
rate when you are referring to a judge 
at a beagle field trial. 


Irv Schirmer of Harrington, 
111. 


started his "hobby" of raising beagles, 
competing in trials and finally judging 
almost 25 years ago. Last weekend he 
spent four days as a judge at the Fox 
Valley Beagle Club's licensed field trial 
at the club grounds notth of Dale. 
Throughout the four days it was his 
duty, along with another judge (Jerry 
Knuth of Stevens 
Point) to trarnp 


through the woods and brush on the 
heels of well-trained beagles to see how 
well they remained on the trail of a cot- 
tontail rabbit. 


"It was back in 1949 when I first be- 


came interested in beagles. My job

forced me to move from northern Wis- 
consin to just outside Chicago so there 
was no hunting and fishing left for me. 
A friend of mine was raising beagles 
and got me interested and from the 
time my first dog placed in a trial in 
1950 I was bit by the bug'" Schirmer 
said. 


In the years that followed, Irv bred 


and raised eight beagle field cham- 
pions, an enviable record in anyone's 
book. In order to be classed as a field 
champion, a beagle must accumulate a 
total of 120 points and have won three 
first places in licensed field trials. For 
a good dog, the points are not too hard 
to accumulate, but when it comes to 
building up the three first places, the 
competition becomes very keen. 


There's nothing complicated about 


judging in a field trial, Schirmer ex- 
plained. "It's pretty simple. The dog is 
judged by how accurately he trails the 
rabbit. When the beagle strays from 
the trail or loses the scent, it counts 
against the dog." 


Basically, there are three types of 


trials for beagles, Schirmer pointed 
out. First there is what's known as a 
large pack on hare, then there is the 
small pack on cottontail and finally the 
brace trial. In the brace trial, such as 
was held last weekend, two dogs run to- 
gether in direct competition. After the 
first series, judges select six or eight of 
the best dogs to compete in the second 
series and these are paired off again 
for competitive runs. After the second 
series, judges award first through fifth 
places. 


Once the two beagles involved in the 


"run" are put on the trail of a rabbit, 
the work of judge really begins in ear- 
nest. He has to follow the dogs closely, 
plowing through thick brush, briars 
and whatever to observe how well they 
maintain the track. 


A judge's pay isn't all that much, 


usually amounting to about $25 per 
day, plus expenses. Of course, the size 
of the trial and prestige it carries also 
affects the amount the judge will re- 
ceive for his work. 


A total of 124 beagles competed dur- 


ing the four days at the Fox Valley 
Club's licensed trial. Entries were 
from six different states, including all 


seven of the beagle clubs that are ac- 
tive in Wisconsin. .

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Lead shot 
ban urged 
by 1977 


The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 


has recommended that the Department 
of the Interior adopt regulations ban- 
ning the use of lead shot for hunting 
waterfowl in the Atlantic Flyway begin- 
ning wi;h the hunting season of 1976, 
the Mississippi Flyway for 1977 and the 
Central and Pacific Flyways in 1978. 


The regulations would apply flyway- 


wide in the Atlantic and Mississippi 
Flyways but may be limited to "specif- 
ically designated areas" in the Central 
and Pacific Flyways according to the 
130-page "Environmental 
Impact 


Statement Relating to the use of Steel 
Shot for Hunting Waterfowl in the 
United States" released this past 
month by the agency. 


Specifically, the study recommends 


that shot shells containing steel pellets 
or other non-toxic materials as may be 
approved by the Fish and 
Wildlife 


Service, be the only type of shot loads 
permitted for hunting ducks, geese, 
swans and coots. 


The report points out that the sev- 


erity of the lead poisoning problem 
varies with the level of exposure of wa- 
terfowl to lead poisoning greatest in the 
Atlantic Flyway, and least in the Cen- 
tral Flyway. Levels of exposure in the 
Mississippi and Pacific Flyways fall in 
between. 


The report notes the following rea- 


sons for recommending the three year 
implementation of the shot type regu- 
lation: 


— To allow adequate time for public 


review and discussion of the proposal 
prior to a final decision. 


— To begin action against the lead 


poisoning problem in the flyway (At- 
lantic) where the problem appears to 
be most severe. 


— To allow adequate time for ammu- 


nition manufacturers to perfect produc- 
tion techniques and develop production 
capabilities for sufficient quantities of 
the required ammunitiion type. 


— To allow adequate time to develop 


and produce ammunition for commonly 
used shotgun gauges other than 12- 
gauge. 


— To allow ammunition dealers to 


dispose of current inventories of lead 
shot ammunitition. 


— To allow law enforcement and 


hunter acceptance problems to be de- 
termined prior to full implementation. 


— To allow for development of more 


refined information about lead poison- 
ing and methods of dealing with it 
which may be used to better define the 
ivost suitable procedures 
for imple- 


mentation, particularly in the Central 
and Pacific Flyways. . 


The proposal will be discussed at 


public hearings to be held in each of 
the four flyways in the near future. The 
time and place of the hearings is yet ot 
be determined. Thirty days advance 
notice will be given by the U.S. Fish 
and W i l d l i f e Service before the hear- 
ings. 


Only minor changes noted in 1 974 
Wisconsin hunting regulations 


MADISON - The 1974 hunting regu- 


lations are similar to those of last year, 
except for minor changes in dates, ac- 
cording to the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR). 


The only major changes are those for 


bear, deer and jackrabbit hunting. The 
November bear hunt with guns during 
the deer season has been eliminated 
and practically every aspect of the Sep- 
tember bear hunt will be more restric- 
tive this year. And, this year gun bear 
hunters must possess a new bear hunt- 
ing license. 


Jackrabbit hunters will find a small 


closed season in a five-county zone in 
northern Wisconsin, which 
hopefully 


will allow the DNR to restock jackrab- 
bits in that area. 


Deer hunting regulations have been 


altered slightly to require a bucks-only 
season in Zone B along the Mississippi 
River, southwest, southern agricultural 
and eastern 
zones each 
containing 


slight variations from the basic sea- 
sons.

Park service statistics show a dra- 


matic increase in backpacking in re- 
cent years with almost two million 
camper days in 1973, according to the 
agency. Last year the ffee permit sys- 
tem was applied in 17 areas. It had 
been fequired since 1972 in three areas. 


uges has been upheld by the U.S. Court 
of Appeals. 


The Department of the Interior had 


been challenged in court by the Hu- 
mane Society of the United States for 
authorizing deer hunts on three eastern 
refuges. The court ruled that Congress 
has clearly authorized the department 
to permit the recreational use of ref- 
uges, and that public h u n t i n g is an ac- 
ceptable method for controlling refuge 
deer populations. 


Refuges help to manage wildlife re- 


sources as well as provide public recre- 
ation.

The 
woodcock season opens earlier, Satur- 
day, Seht. 14 and closes Nov. 17.

her home to demand a wash job on 
the city hydrant, they found a lot of 
folks standing around and smiling 
at the toy soldier, who was winking 
back at the crowd 


There began some disagreement 


about the value of the art, but the 
crowds who came to view the hy- 
drants 


The city fathers gave in and 


formed a beautification committee, 
deciding that Mrs. von Karowsky 
may have something there. She had 
sparked a project which had 
brightened a city and at the same 
time put a srnile on the faces of 
children and tired adults driving 
home from work. 


The artist began to work on other 


patterns, and soon droves of volun- 
teers signed up for the training ses- 
sions on how to properly decorate 


the hydrant in front of their own 
homes. 


Armed with brushes and turpen- 


tine, they got their lessons and 
paint cans — all donated by the city 
and private businesses — and went 
home to paint a hydrant 


Almost daily another squad of 


ugly yellow fireplugs blossomed in 
the plumage of old-time military 
dress 


Every one has a name, such as 


George Cnspus, Benjamin, Hum- 
phrey and Marmaauke

There are 4,000 hydrants in South 


Bend and Mrs 
von Karowsky 


would like to have them all done for 
the bicentennial, and hopefully be- 
fore winter. With snow on the 
ground, they'll look like the toy sol- 
diers popular at Christmas time 


The idea has received national at- 


tention, in newspapers and on tele- 
vision. Recently Charles Kuralt, 
who films the well-known shorts, 
"On the Road," for CBS, visited 
the city and put the hydrants on na- 
tional television. 


Since that time, colorful charac- 


ters have appeared in many parts 
of the country, but a word of cau- 
tion is given by Mrs von Korowsky 
on any projects in other parts of the 
country 


She discourages persons 
from 


painting 
their hydrants without 


getting all the information neces- 
sary, as to colors and paints, since 
not all will work 


And despite the fact that she her- 


self bucked the beaurocracy, she 
advises that any would-be painters 
investigate the city ordinances 


With all these considerations, a 


project of this type is apparently 
fun, giving a normally gray city a 
happy lift

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GOLD RUSH 


Legal ownership could set off buying stampede

The eldc-rly, w h i t e - h a i r e d 
man 


walked up to the counter and pulled a 
crumpled tissue out of his pocket 


Unwrapping the paper, he revealed a 


shiny com "Is this worth anything'3 


My father gave it to me when I was a 
boy." 


The coin was a $20 gold piece of a 


particularly unusual kind To Les Fox, 
director of the numismatic division at 
Perera 
Fifth Avenue, it was worth 


$3,000 - more than 100 times the face 
Value of the coin 


Several hours later, after Fox bought 


the coin, it was worth even more Pe- 
rera sold it to a collector for $3,500 
. The incident reflects the growing in- 
terest of inflationweary Americans in 
anything made out of gold Now that it 
is legal for Americans to own the pure 
metal, demand is expected to increase. 


Perera, which is known for selling 


foreign currency to tourists, recently 
opened a special 
office for its nu- 


mismatic division to handle increased 
business. Another coin dealer, who pre- 
ferred to remain anonymous, said he 
has about 50 per cent more customers 
this year than last. 


"And 
they're much more 
knowl- 


edgeable than ever befojre," the dealer 


said "They come in with magnifying 
glas;es and microscopes They know to 
the penny just what a coin will bring — 
even if they pretend they don't " 


Lionel Simmons, the head of the Sim- 


mons Refining Co. of Chicago, presides 
over an operation that will produce an 
estimated $24 million worth of gold this 
year He extracts the metal from scrap 
and prepares it for sale to industry. 


"It isn't that gold represents money 


It represents pure, sheer beauty. It's 
the most fascinating color, the most 
beautiful metal, and after 30 years in 
this business, it still excites me," says 
Simmons 


Now that ownership by private citi- 


zens has become legal, Simmons says 
his firm may market one-ounce bars 
To try to test the market, he recently 
offered 100-ounce silver bars and he 
says he's sold 400 of them for about 
$500 each 


"We've had some farmers, school 


teachers and other persons come in 
here and buy the bars," he says. 
"Some say they're going to bury them 
out in their back yards I guess it's 
whatever makes people feel secure." 


Coin expert Fox points out that publi- 


city about rising gold prices has con- 
vinced many people — wrongly — that 
they couldn't lose money by investing 


in the metal. At the same time, rising 
inflation and stock market 
declines 


have forced people to look for new in- 
vestments 


"There are an estimated 10 million 


people collecting coins in the country 
today," Fox says. In 1936, when the 
government first started issuing mint 
sets of U.S coins, it turned out less 
than 10,000 sets Now the government 
issues more than three million mint 
sets a year 


Most of the people who invest with 


Perera, one of the nation's largest com 
dealers, spend between $200 and $3,000, 
Fox says, "although there have been 
cases when someone walked in here 
with an envelope and just laid out 
$50,000." 


Buying gold coins strictly for their 


metal value is risky, Fox says, advis- 
ing instead that people split their in- 
vestment between coins purchased for 
their gold value only and those that 
have a historical value because of ra- 
rity 


Since 1933, it has been illegal for 


Americans to trade in gold, except for 
industrial use, for coins or for jewelry. 
Legislation repealing the ban has been 
passed by Congress and is awaiting 
President Nixon's signature. 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt im- 


posed the ban in 1933 to try to prevent 
bank depositors from withdrawing 
money in gold. Congress incorporated 
the ban in the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 


The Gold Reserve Act, in conjunction 


with a separate world agreement, also 
fixed the price of gold at $35 an ounce. 


A series of complex financial devel- 


opments, including the decline in the 
value of the dollar, led President Nixon 
in 1971 to cut the link between the dol- 
lar and gold, and the world monetary 
system went off the gold standard. Cur- 
rency no longer was valued m terms of 
how much gold it could buy. 


The move set off spectacular 
in- 


creases in the price of gold. On the 
London market it went up 60 per cent 
in 1972 — the biggest increase for a 
single year since 1931. In April 1973, 
the price hit $100 an ounce and it has 
continued to rise. 


James U. Blanchard II, the director 


of the National Committee to Legalize 
Gold, says that legalization will bring 
another surge of interest. 


"I calculate that if one out of 10 


Americans buys one ounce of gold, that 
would take up one half of the yearly 
worldwide product.on of gold," said the 
30year-old Blanchard. 


Commercial gold traders such as 


Handy and Harman in New York, for- 


eign currency dealers like Perera and 
the commodity exchanges are prepar- 
ing for the retail gold market. 


Call Perera outside of working hours 


and you're greeted by a recorded an- 
nouncement: 


"You've called our gold line, a 24- 


hour, seven-day service ... Gold closed 
m London Friday July 19 at $145.50 an 
ounce, up $1.50 from the day before and 
up a few dollars from a week ago. The 
most popular gold coins were sold at 
the following prices . . Thank you for 
calling and keep calling the gold line." 


Several U.S. commodity 
exchanges 


have drawn up contracts for gold fu- 
tures. The Winnipeg Commodities Ex- 
change has offered gold futures con- 
tracts — which Americans were not 
allowed to buy or sell — since 1972. 


The International Monetary Market 


of the Chicago Mercantile Exchange al- 
ready has siarted advertising. "Soon 
Americans will be able to trade gold fu- 
tures," the ad says and goes on to offer 
a 32-page booklet on the ins and outs of 
the market. 


The futures market 
isn't for the 


small investor, however. Mark J. Pow- 
ers, senior vice president of the Inter- 
national Monetary Market, said 
offi- 


cials of the exchange were thinking of 
offering 100-ounce contracts — which 
works out at almost $15,000 for one con- 
tract at current gold prices. 


Why the fascination with gold0 
No one is quite sure. "There are cer- 


tain things that have always appealed 
to people," says coin expert Fox. "Gold 
is beautiful ... it's probably the most 
durable metal " 


It's also fairly scarce. Since the be- 


ginning of time, only about 100,000 tons 
of gold have been recovered from the 
earth. Current annual production aver- 
ages about 1 to 2 per cent of the exist- 
ing stock. 


Many investment experts agree with 


Blanchard that the price of gold will 
soar with legalization. Others say the 
demand isn't that great and they point 
out that some Americans - no one 
knows or is willing to guess how many 
-already owned gold illegally, storing 
it overseas or in a foreigner's name. 


Economists at First National City 


Bank, in recent comments on moves to 
legalize gold owning, said that "despite 
the current upsurge >n the demand for 
gold, the precious metal is losing some 
of its glitter and the price is headed for 
a fall." 


But the idea of owning a chunk ot 


pure gold still appeals to many Ameri- 
cans and pieces of gold in various sizes 
may be on the retail market by Christ- 
mas. 


Handy and Harman, which now sells 


gold to jewelry manufacturers and 
other industrial users, will offer 24-ca- 
rat gold ingots in sizes starting at half 
an ounce. A spokesman said the metal 
would be offered by mail and at retail 
outlets and would probably be adver- 
tised the same way silver is now

Speidel rescues a couple of wheezing 


old ladies whose legs gave out near Af- 
rica and whisks them back to the front 
gate where they can catch steam train 
tours 


He talks eagerly about how increased 


public awareness of conservation and 
endangered animals has fostered a 
greater appreciation of his natural set- 
tings 


"It also keeps the animals in better 


shape," he says, nodding toward bison, 
elk, deer and various waterfowl gam- 
boling within a stone's throw of sleek 
cougars in a craggy overhang 


"Both the predator and prey stay 


more alert when they ran see each 
other in such close p. jximity, even 
though they can't get at each other " 


He says the natural settings also 


make animals more at home and more 
active than the steamy, cramped bar- 
ren cages that have characterized most 
American zoos 


"Plus you see something different 


every time you walk by," Speidel says, 
pausing at one end of the panoramic 


African setting to take in the rhinos 
climbing out of their lowland pond, gi- 
raffe munching at treetop leaves, ele- 
phants spraying themselves with water 
and lions and cheetah lounging se- 
renely in their mountain dens 


From any angle except actually in- 


side the vista, it is almost impossible to 
discern the hidden moats or tell that 
the scattered rocky terrain serves as an 
effective fence 


"I never get tired of the zoo," says 


Speidel, who personally raised the first 
panda ever imported to the United 
States in 1937 at Brookfield. "I really 
enjoy it I've trained myself to look at 
things as if I was a visitor " 


The zoo is run by the County Board of 


Supervisors, currently on a $2 2-milhon 
annual budget 'The private Milwaukee 
Zoological Society, a group of local phi- 
lanthropists, purchases all the anim- 
als 


The society also gives Speidel a blank 


check for travel to tour other zoos, 
search for rare animals for new exhib- 
its and observe an animal's natural 
habitat to construct more convincing 
natural settings 


Speidel makes several trips a year, 


usually including stops in Africa, South 
America, Asia and Europe as well as 
the United States 


"If we thought there were animals on 


Mars, we'd send him there, too," says 
Zoological Society member Walter 


Kroening, who frequently stops by the 
zoo to shoot dozens of photos with the 
expensive cameras he carries around 
his neck 


Like most other society members, 


Kroening is an animal lover with the 
time and money to make the zoo his 
hobby and the animals his babies 


Speidel credits much of the zoo's suc- 


cess to the support of the community 
and the pride of everyday citizens who 
make it a point to bring their out-of- 
town relatives to the zoo 


For example, the Milwaukee Sym- 


phony each summer stages a "Zoom- 
phony" concert on the grounds, the 
Zoological Society's gala fund-raising 
banquet is one of the prime events of 
the social season, and the Milwaukee 
Journal has a regular column called 
"Zooperstars " 


Speidel, who is also laying plans for 


an extensive wolf woods, believes zoos 
may become more important as Ameri- 
can society becomes more urbanized. 


"For many people, the only place 


they will be able to see these animals, 
including a number of endangered 
North American species such as the 
timber wolf and coyote, wtll be the 
zoo," he says 


For this reason, one of his dreams is 


a vast breeding farm to be run by the 
zoo 30 miles west of the city 


Speidel, who will start the breeding 


farm later this year with cheetahs, 


says zoos will ultimately rely on their 
own resources for animals by breeding 
their own instead of capturing them in 
the wilds. 


The San Diego zoo is already experi- 


menting with the concept at a sprawl- 
ing breeding farm near San Pasquale, 
Calif., and the Toledo, Bronx, and Na- 
tional zoos are also considering full- 
scale breeding projects in rural areas 


Diminishing animal populations, 


high prices for expeditions and the re- 
luctance of some countries to allow zoo 
safaris to take animals will, Speidel 
warns, encourage z^os to exchange and 
loan breeding animals just to keep 
some species from becoming extinct 


Breeding farms will combine with 


natural settings to keep animals from 
becoming tame 


"All our animals are at least semi- 


wild," says Speidel Ve don't want any 
domesticated animals, simply because 
that's not the way they really are " 


He pulls his cart carefully into place 


near the front gate, and pulls himself 
together to dispose of paperwork and 
telephone calls before he begins tomor- 
row's 14-hour day at 5 a.m 


"We may not be the largest zoo," he 


smiles, "but we like to think we take as 
good care of our animals as anybody 
and present them to our visitors in the 
best way possible "

sweetness I expected it to have, but oth 
erwise it wasn't bad It was, as he had 
said, completely edible 


"We're trying to develop a muffin 


that weighs approximately two ounces 
is moist, holds together well and can 
taste good, too Then we can put them 
into vending machines around the bear 
dens so people can purchase them and 
feed them to the animals You know, 
marshmallows are no good for animals 
They're actually one of the worst things 
you can give an animal because of all 
that sugar "

can sail them across the moats better

cover shelves lining the walls loaded 
with canned goods ranging from green 
beans to grapefruit juice Rows upon 
rows were stacked high with cartons of 
bright red apples, leafy heads of let 
tuce and golden bananas 


Wait a minute bananas in the re 


frigerator^ Why, every good cook 
knows you're not supposed to store ba- 
nanas under refrigeration "Got an ex 
planation for that7" I inquired 


"I'll argue with anyone on that 


point," Tiedjen proclaimed adamantly 
"1 keep bananas in here all the time 
and we store tons of them for weeks 
However, the temperature should be at 
50 degrees If you go below that, the 
fruit will turn black " 


Accuracy is a must when ordering 


such large quantities of food and records 
must be carefully in order "I'm put- 
ting out bids for the grain we'll use in 
1975 now," Tiedjen said "We have to 
come up with some fairly close figures 
because the bidders get their prices 
from large suppliers, and they can't 
contirm a bid of five tons of feed and 
then in the middle of the year have me 


decide I need 20 tons They must have 
an estimate of within 10 per cent of 
what we'll use

Derby officials with hardly an excep- 


tion blame adults for cheating, not the 
boys and girls who compete. 


Lange has a different point of view: 
••After seeing my nephew work hun- 


dn>ds of hours to build his own car, 
knowing that he would be competing 
a«ainst professionally built cars and 
against cars that would be in violation 
of the official rules, and having heard 
and believing that some fast cars in 
Akron would be equipped with a mag- 
netic nose, 1 determined that he should 
build and install a magnetic nose so as 
to be competitive. I knew that this was 
a violation of the official Derby rules 
and consider it now to be a serious mis- 
take in judgment." 


Lange said he began to realize a lot 


of derby cars weren't 
built by kids 


when he met some professional build- 
ers who "live and die derby." 


One derby official 
agrees that this 


has been the case in the past. 


"I've looked at car after car and said 


to myself. There's no way I could build 
that car. There's no way the boy built 
that car.' " said Ray Miller, for many- 
years director of the Greater Cleveland 
Sopabox Derby. 


There w i l l be less incentive for 


greedy parents this year. The college 
scholarship money has shrunk from 


$30,000 to $3,500 - 
$2,000 for first 


place, $1,000 for second and $500 for 
third. 


The All-American Soapbox Derby, 


shunned by the big commercial money, 
is on an austerity budget of $97,000 and 
now under sponsorship of the Akron 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 


The expensive awards banquet has 


been dropped and the local champions' 
stay at derby camp has been cut from 
ten to three days. It's back to basics, 
back to a concept that boys and girls 
reap benefits from just building a car 
and meeting competition honorably, 
derby officials say. And local officials 
from the various state derbies now 
have a say in the national event. 


Back at the Summit County Chil- 


dren's Home, 13-year-old 
William 


Flaite, one of nine boys who built rac- 
ers along with Dave Tippel in the 
cramped 
basement 
workroom, sum- 


med up what to him was the single 
most important thing in the soapbox 
derby. 


It wasn't winning, or honesty is the 


best policy, or going to college. 


"The most important thing," said 


young Flaitz, who finished out of the 
money in the Akron contest this year, 
"is, well, you see — you put the nose of 
your racer right on the yellow line in 
the middle and you just keep it there 
all the way." 


Little Dave Tippel, who also failed to 


qualify for this year's national derby, 
looked" with some awe at the 13-year-old 
veteran. He wasn't dreaming at the 
moment, and he didn't look so confi- 
dent. 


Then the dreams came back to res- 


cue him from fear. His eyes lit up. 


"You know," he said, "I'd like to put 


fins on the back like real racers have."

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Scientists want to shape behavior

It is 11 a.m. The room is jammed 


with data books and papers; there are 
charts on the wall. The controllers are 
relaxed, talking casually to a visitor. 


A noise from the TV monitor: A door 


opening, shuffling feet. The controllers 
look up at the monitor. The monitor is 
looking down on a young black kid as 
he walks into a little box of a room. The 
kid looks up at the camera monitoring 
him. "I want a Coke and a game on the 
bowling machine." 


One of the controllers looks down 


from the monitor, checking a point 
sheet. Yes, the kid has enough points. 
"Okay, Jordan," he says to the kid. A 
button is punched. Another. A Coke 
drops in the machine, the bowling 
game lights up and whirs. The boy 
moves over to the bowling machine and 
presses a l e v e r . . . . 


This is a junior high school. Jordan 


is one of those kids who have labels 
hung by their names. Problem Kid. 
Juvenile Delinquent. Jordan has mes- 
sed up the decorum of several of his 
classes. His grades are awful. The con- 
trollers watching him on the monitor 
are a group of psychologists, and they 
have a label of their own. Behavior 
Modifiers. They're here to show that 
these down-and-out kids can be shaped 
up. That kids like Jordan can put out 
some impressive academic behavior 
and come on like those other kids, with 
the big glasses and brown briefcases. 


Ogden Lindsley is peering into a 


little wooden box, monitoring the rat 
that is shuffling about inside. The rat 
looks at his fur, pees, then runs over to 
the lever that extends out from the side 
of the box. He jumps up and hangs 
there. Slowly the lever drifts down, 
triggering a switch. The rat has hit the 
reward point. A food pellet drops in the 
food-dispensing 
machine. The rat 


moves over to the tray . . . 


This is a Harvard laboratory. The rat 


is normal, and if left alone would look 
for food, clean his fur, explore his cage, 
scout for sex sometimes. Ogden Lind- 
sley is a behavior 
modifier. He is 


trying to show that normal rats can put 
out some impressive behavior. Lind- 
sley is developing a weight-lifting rat, 
a rat that will build huge shoulder 
muscles and walk around in the cage 
with other rats as if he's Charles Atlas 
at muscle beach. 


Jordan the junior high student has 


been quieter this year. While last year 


Are you really master of your fate or merely a collection of 
instilled behaviors? This excerpt from Philip Hilts' new 
book, "Behavior Mod," is a disturbing look at the psycho- 
logists who believe the individual can be reshaped to fit so- 
ciety's ideal. 


he got three Fs and two Ds on his re- 
port card, this year the card shows A, 
A, C, D, D, and they're still shooting 
up. 


Ogden Lindsley's rats lifted nearly 


three times their own body weights. 
"My God . . . six hundred grams!" 
says Lindsley. 


Both Jordan and the rat have been on 


the receiving end of a new technology 


— the technology of behavior control. It 
began some seventy years ago. Then, 
just before World War II, Harvard 
psychologist B. F. Skinner added some 
important new principles. The new 
Skinnerian principles allowed a total 
control over the behavior of animals. 


They started with lever-pressing — 


getting pigeons to press a lever for a 
reward. They found ways to control the 


rate and the style of lever-pressing, 
just by manipulating the way the re- 
ward was given. They worked on other 
behavior, getting pigeons to bob and 
weave 
in prescribed ways, getting 


birds to discriminate between colored 
disks, pecking at only the proper color. 
They soon learned they could get any 
kind of behavior from animals, quickly 
and efficiently. 
Researchers got a pigeon playing a 


little bowling game, got a dog to make 
chess moves, got a rabbit to play a pi- 
ano while a chicken danced to the tune 
on a nearby platform. 


While they were pulling off the ani- 


mal stunts, developing behavior prin- 
ciples for animals, the behaviorists 
hoped that their work would lead to a 
description of human behavior as well. 
In the late forties, Skinner, a failed 
novelist who had lived in Greenwich 
Village and had roamed Paris in 
search of material, wrote a novel de- 
picting human behavior control. But 
the details of his controlled, Utopian so- 
ciety were still vague. 


It was about 1952 when the bridge to 


people was crossed. Dr. Ogden Lind- 
sley, trainer of the weight-lifting rats 
and one of Skinner's students, was 
among the first to make the journey to 
human behavior. 


There are now mod squad platoons in 


every major city in the country, hun- 
dreds of behavior modifiers around the 
nation. Any of these missionaries can 
recite the behavioral catechism for 
you: 
Psychologists, they say, have been 


poking about in the back rooms of the 
mind for a century, trying to find the 
basic rules of behavior. They have 
tromped about in people's fantasies, 
lifting up the rugs of the psyche to see 
what would crawl out. Sure enough, all 
sorts of things have crawled out, and 
the psychologists have named them all. 
But after tagging all the mental 
beasties with names, the psychologists 
were lost. They could not straighten 
out people's problems, t u r n on 
delinquents, relieve homosexuals who 
wanted to change their stripes. 


The mod squad gave up the search 


through the back rooms of the mind. 
Ask them about the beauties of the 
mind, and they simply shrug — as in 
the case of the young man who went to 
a university psychologist to pour out all 
the nightmares he'd been having for 
weeks, all the dreams he had carefully 
recorded. He talked passionately for 
twenty minutes, then sank into his 


Is behavior 
mod for 
the birds? 


Mod squadders have net restricted themselves to the 


conventional in business. There have been a few offbeat 
answers from the behaviorists to the damned-ol'-asbem- 
bly-line blues. 


Tom Verhave began a paper on one of them like this: 


"Many operations in the inspection of commercial prod- 
ucts consist of monotonous checking jobs performed by 
human operators. (Also) they require little manual dex- 
terity... they require good visual acuity...they require a 
capacity for color vision...and they are extremely diffi- 
cult to automate. There is however an organic device 
which has the following favorable properties: an aver- 
age life span of ten to fifteen years...an extreme flexibi- 
lity in adjusting to its environment ...a visual acuity as 
good as the human eye...and color vision. The price for 
one such device is only (approximately) $1.50; the name 
of the device is Columba livia domestica...." 


The man is talking about pigeons. 
Verhave was in the employ of a larae pharmaceutical 


company. He was astonished by the problem of inspect- 
ing the twenty million gelatin capsules that left the com- 
pany daily. The capsules were inspected by a squad of 
seventy bored women. Verhave says, "Seeing these 
women and their simple, monotonous task, I said to my- 


self, 'A pigeon can do that!'" Verhave set up a system 
by which the drug capsules passed by a window through 
which the pigeon watched. The capsules were lighted 
up, and the bird pressed either the "okay" button or the 
"defective" button. 


Verhave eventually found a way for the pigeons to dis- 


criminate between good and bad capsules in even the 
most difficult situation — when capsules had two tops 
jammed on each other. On a tiny and clear capsule, 
even people inspectors have a hell of a time with this 
one. But Verhave found that if you shine a light prop- 
erly, a capsule with two tops reflects two points of light. 
A pigeon could easily rhoose between the two if it was 
trained to watch for the reflection. 


Eventually, however, the drug company higher-ups 


couldn't bring themselves to install the system. They 
were afraid of a bad press. Verhave writes, "One of 
them raised the question of possible adverse publicity. 
Suppose salesmen from other pharmaceutical houses 
should tell doctors not to buy any of our products: 'Who 
would trust medicine inspected by pigeons?'"

The price tag for the Bl fleet, 
the Air Force's long-range bomber of 
the 1980s, is rising beyond expecta- 
tions. So are the costs of most new 
weapons. Can the spiral be stopped? 
This article examines the problem.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The name of 


the game is military hardware and it's 
the biggest high-stake action in town. 


The principal players are the mili- 


tary, congressmen and defense con- 
tractors, with the taxpayer a sort of off- 
stage banker providing billion-dollar 
chips each time one of the players an- 
nounces, proposes or approves a cost 
increase for new weapons. 


The chips are flowing for 51 major 


weapons systems now being developed 
or built. They range from the Bl super- 
sonic bomber and the Trident missile- 
launching submarine to Army tactical 
missiles. 


The original price was $94 billion for 


the 51 weapons systems, some of them 
under development for a decade 
But 


this has risen to $133 billion today, the 
General Accounting Office reports. And 
cost will continue to rise, say govern- 
ment experts, until the last of the new 
weapons is completed in the 1980s. 


"The patience of the public 
has 


• been worn thin bv reoeated experiences 


with contractor and' Defense Depart- 
ment cost forecasts ... that are unrea- 
listic," Elmer 
B. Staats, the 
U.S 


comptroller general, said of the weap- 
ons cost explosion. "The public has be- 
come skeptical of not only the Defense 
Department but also of the Congress on 
defense issues." 


The Congress this month approved 


$22.2 billion for weapons purchase and 
research in fiscal 1975. That was only 
$1 billion less than the Defense Depart- 
ment sought. The total proposed mili- 
tary budget is $85.8 billion. 


The Bl supersonic intercontinental 


bomber, now being developed for the 
Air Force's Strategic Air Command as 
a replacement for the aging B-52 is a 
case study of ho\v-m-the-world - did-all- 
those - billmn-get-added-on. Four years 
ago, when the first contracts were 
signed, the Pentagon estimated that 
the cost of a fleet of 244 Bis would be 
$11.9 billion Last year the cost esti- 
mate went to $13 3 billion and this year 
the Air Force says that $15 billion is 
the correct figure for the Bl fleet The 
first prototype is to be flown this year 
and the planes are to be operational by 
198()or 1981 


The Bl story began in the early 1960s 


when the Air Force became concerned 
about the improving quality of the So- 
viet Union's air defenses and the future 
combat reliability of the mammoth 
B52s. The men gathered around the 
Pentagon conference tables a decadfe 


ago had three major problems to con- 
sider: 


— What sort of technical break- 


throughs could American air frame, 
engine and electronics systems manu- 
facturers logically come up with over 
the next 10 to 15 years? 


—Could they design a bomber thai 


Soviet plane, missile and electronics 
manufacturers could not outsmart and 
make totally obsolete by the time the 
bomber became operational? 


—Given increasing public resistance 


to the huge costs of the defense estab- 
lishment, how could the program be 
sold without touching off a taxpayer re- 
volt? 


As the concept of the plane evolved, 


major gambles had to be taken, accord- 
ing to interviews with those involved in 
weapons planning. It had to be as- 
sumed that future aircraft design 
would permit construction of a fast 
plane carrying heavier nuclear weap- 
ons over longer ranges than in the past 
The plane had to be strong enough and 
electronically smart enough to fly close 
to the ground at high speeds, the best 
way to elude Soviet air defenses At the 
same time, it was assumed that jet en- 
gine makers, 
in the coming years, 


could increase the power of engines 
while reducing their weight 


A mistake in any of this gambling 


would lead to higher costs because of 
design changes, delays and the added 
cost of inflation resulting from delays. 


By 1970, the Bl had jelled in the Pen- 


tagon's thinking, and development con- 
tracts were let in June of that year. 
Rockwell International Corp. is build- 
ing the 380,000-pound, four-jet bomber 
and General Electnc the engines, each 
in the 30,000pound thrust class 


The Bl, described by critics as the 


most expensive weapons system in mil- 
itary history, is a swept-wing aircraft 
with a supersonic speed capability at 
high altitudes. But it could be flown 200 
to 300 feet off the ground at just under 
supersonic speed to avoid enemy radar. 
The Bl is two-thirds the size of the B52, 
but will carry four times the payload, 
fly faster and farther on less fuel and 
pose tougher defense problems for the 
enemy, the Air Force says The plane's 
primary weapon is to be a nucle- 
artippea short-range 
attack missile 


(SRAM), which can be fired 70 to 100 
miles from a target, thus avoiding an- 
tiaircraft weapons massed around ma- 
jor Russian cities. 


What would it all cost"5 
The Pentagon's 1970 reports to the 


General Accounting Office, Congress' 
watchdog over the executive branch, 
said development would be $2.685 bil- 
lion and production $8 5 billion — total- 
ing nearly $11 2 billion. 


Did anyone in Washington reall\ be- 


lieve in 1970 that the Bl could be deh\- 
ered at that price? 


"There is no doubt that key congress- 


men, the Pentagon and defense con- 
tractors all work to bring in low cost 
estimates to get the momentum going 
for weapons," Rep. John F. Seiberling, 
D-Ohio, said in an interview. Once roll- 
ing, new weapons are politically almost 
unstoppable, adds Seiberling, an out- 
spoken Pentagon critic 


Government experts explain that the 


$11.2 billion figure represented "then" 
dollars, or the money needed to pro- 
duce the plane during the years of 
planning, not during the period of ac- 
tual production in the late '70s. In late- 
1970s dollars, the cost is $14 billion plus 
another billion, the Air Force says, be- 
cause of the technical problems that 
have arisen, a period of congressional 
indecision, inflation and other "nor- 
mal" unforeseeables. 


A General Accounting Office expert, 


in an interview, said the actual cost es- 
timate today is about $16 billion, with 
future cost increases probable. That 
would be $65 million for each plane. By 
comparison, a 747 jumbo jet costs 
about $30 million. 


What concerns such Bl critics as Sei- 


berling and Sen. George McGovern, D- 
S.D , a World War II bomber pilot, is 
that even if Bl costs can be held at $16 
billion, which they doubt, the full cost 
of the bombers will be higher because 
of the Bl support system They esti- 
mate $70 billion based on research by 
their staffs 
The Pentagon says non-

NEW YORK — Maralyn and Maurice 


Bailey relaxed on an over-stuffed sofa 
in their roomy Manhattan hotel suite 
recently and talked about how just a

year before they had huddled in a 
small raft in the Pacific, almost with- 
out hope after nearly four months 
adrift 


They had endured blazing sun and 


chilling winds, drenching rains, hun- 
ger and thirst, the threat of sharks, 
and moments of despair as seven ships 
passed without seeing them 


The eighth, a Korean fishing vessel, 


spotted them on the 119th day and now 
the British couple, having each re- 
gained some 40 pounds lost during the 
ordeal, have written a book, "Staying 
Alive1" It tells how they managed to do 
just that after their 32-foot sloop went 
down 250 miles from the Galapagos Is 
lands in March 1973 


Bailey, a printer, and his wife, a tax 


officer, were on their way to settle in 
New Zealand when a whale struck the 
vessel, named Auralyn in combination 


of their two names 


"We didn't have a sense of danger, 


because we were on a shipping lane 
and felt a ship would come along in a 
couple of weeks," said the 41-year-old 
slightly balding Bailey "But there was 
the shock of having to leave the imme- 
diate security of the yacht for the very 
insecure life raft " 


The raft was not only insecure but its 


4 foot 6 dimensions were to prove al- 
most unbearably confining, making it 
impossible for the 5 foot 4 Marlyn and 5 
foot 11 Maurice ever to lie down 


Though they had to stay under the 


raft's canopy most of the time for pro- 
tection from sun and rain, they also 
had a rubber dinghy, from which thev 
fished with hooks made from safety 
pins Fish, an occasional bird and tur 
ties caught by hand sustained them, 
along with rainwater and a meager 
supply of cans they had salvaged from 
their sailboat 


"It seemed unnatural to eat food raw 


but when you're hungry you soon get 
over your revulsion," said Mrs Bailey, 
who celebrated her 32nd birthday on 
the raft by opening a rusty tin of rice 
pudding 


To pass the time they made playing 


cards and dominoes out of log book 
pages, played word games, read the 
two books they had rescued — and 
talked 


"Two thirds of our time was taken up 


by planning our next yacht and our 
next adventure," Mrs Bailey recalled 


"There was nothing ironic in that We 
had lived on board the Auralyn for four 
years, so it was a matter of replacing a 
home We know we would get tired of a 
land-based home " 
They drew plans for Auralyn II on 


pages of Mrs Bailey's diary, in which 
they also kept track of the days and re 
corded their activities and emotions as 
they drifted some 1,500 miles 


At first they attempted to row the 


dinghy toward the Galapagos Islands 
while towing the raft but were 
thwarted by the current Eventually, 
Bailey admitted, "I knew we had lost 
every chance we had to reach safety on 
our own and I realized that once we had 
crossed the shipping lane that connects 
North and South America our chances 
to be found would be nil, even though 
we could have lived for two or three 
months 


"Discomfort was the worst thing to 


endure," he went on ' The lack of 
being able to stretch out, to move, to 
relax All we could do was sit in the life 
raft and sleep where we sat ' 


"It took us five months before we 


could walk properly without getting 
tired and our legs aching," added Mrs 
Bailey, who had gone down to 80 
pounds from her normal 120 while her 
husband had gone from 160 to 120 
pounds 


Physical problems aside, the Baileys 


managed to find "an area of peace in 
which we grew very tolerant of each 
other and tolerant of human beings in 
general " 


"It has probabl\ drav\n us closer to 


gether, although we had always had a 
closeness," Mrs Bailey explained 
Of 


course, we must have had a stable rela 
tionship to undertake the trip m the 
first place " 


"Our relationship was not an alliance 


of expediency " her husband broke in 


We had respect and affection for each 


other that was alwavs there 
Without 


the teamwork involved our chances of 
survival would have been diminished 


' The trip itself taught us the basic 


values," added Bailey, who declared 
emphatically that his wife's moral sup 
port, leadership qualities and en 
thusiasm for life were what kept him 
going "We seem now to have the right 
priorities 
Having been so close to 


death we feel there are far more impor- 
tant things in life than materialistic 
values " 


Nevertheless, they are happy about 


the Auralyn II, a 45 foot yacht being 
built b> a British boat yard according 
to the general plans they worked out 
during the long cramped hours on the 
raft 
Now living on a small island in 


the English Channel, they expect to be 
on the move again by next summer 


"One of the things we plan to do is go 


to Patagonia, where we'll study marine 
life," Bailey said "Having spent four 
months observing 
sea creatures 
in 


their natural environment, we'd like to 
get back and study them 
more 


closely " 
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All land has special talent 


The Good Earth Crusade, by Mel Ellis 


Each square foot, each acre, each 


square mile of good earth has talents 
peculiar to itself. Man must respect 
these talents and try not to pervert 
them. Man may help nature, but he 
must be patient because years often 
are required to grow, for instance, an 
oak grove, a rolling prairie of multi- 
colored flowers and sweet grasses, or 
fill up a semi-tropical bottom land with 
cabbage palms, towering cypress, and 
lakes of golden saw grass. 


Nowhere is this more evident than on 


acres which have been burned, farmed 
to death, stripmined, or otherwise con- 
taminated by airborne or waterborne 
pollutants. Then, many times, the dam- 
age is so irreparable that though the 
land "comes back, it may never again 
attain such heights of production as its 
original talents intended it should. 


A good example of how the earth of- 


ten never seems to recover from a 
slashing attack can be seen in many 
northern states where lumber barons 
clearcut virgin pine from doorstep to 
horizon. Most of these acres, though 
they were cut 50 or even 100 years ago, 
now grow nothing but crowded, stunted 
poplars. 


The Great Plains, where the buffalo 


once roamed by the millions, left to its 
own devices after many years of goug- 
ing by the plow, rarely comes back as 
true prairie, but instead produces a 
succession of course weed growths of 
small beauty and little value to man or 
beast. 


Talents of a land must be protected 


and nurtured and encouraged. If in the 
first place we abuse the land, then it is 
our obligation to set things right again. 


Except it isn't always so easy, and 


looking out the window from the chair 
in which I am writing this, I can see a 
thick stand of the white cedar. Twenty- 
five years ago this was a sterile patch 
of land growing little more than bur- 
dock and bootjack. 


What happened was I wanted a pond. 


So I directed the dragline operator to 
dig it. I was naive, I made no provi- 
sions for setting aside the good, black 
topsoil full of nutrients and teeming 
with bacteria. Instead, topsoil and sub- 
soil of sterile gravel, sand, clay and 
peat moss were mixed indiscriminately 
with the rich topsoil. 


Then when the bulldozer came to 


level the piles of spoil cast up by the 
dragline, 1 ended up with a mixture of 
not good for growing anything except 
successions of coarse weed types, the 
kind which flourish even on an ash pile. 


But it was dirt (so I reasoned), and I 


never imagined that it wouldn't come 
back to trees, to flowers, to ferns. So I 
waited, and then when in five years and 
it was still largely a sterile tract, a sci- 
entist friend suggested I put it to white 
cedar. 


The cedar grew, dropped fronds, 


shaded out the coarse weeds, and now, 
after 20 years the sun and the rain, the 
frost and the wind, and the bacteria 
have finally mellowed the land. Once 
more, along the fringe areas, I am get- 
ting bloodroot, Dutchman's breeches, 


ferns and an assortment of grasses and 
shrubs. 


Similarity, some owners of clearcut 


forest lands now growing poplar, are 
burning or cutting these soft, weed- 
type pulp-producing trees and putting 
the acres back to pine. The results are 
amazing. 


Likewise there are old prairie 


stretches now worn out by poor farm- 
ing practices, and to these have been 
brought "mother" swatches of prairie 
sod, and there slowly but surely — 
sometimes taking many years — true 
prairie (a rare commodity today) is 
being restored. 


As I started to say, land has many 


talents, but they may not be perverted. 
Where we have abused prairie by strip- 
mining or reckless farming, we should 
not try to grow pine forests. Some of 
man's most futile and costly errors 
take decades and even centuries to cor- 
rect. Horicon Marsh, a 17-mile-long wa- 
tershed along which I spent my boy- 
hood, was in turn unsuccessfully used 
as a lake for shipping, then drained 
and farmed, then mined for peat and 
then cropped for the coarse grasses to 
be used for packing bric-a-brac., 


During decade after decade, man 


tried to turn the great marsh away 
from its one and only talent. Then, in 
the end, it became a sterile place for 
coarse grasses which were host to 
great annual fires that sent their stink 
60 miles to Milwaukee, and when the 
wind was right, a 160 miles to Chicago. 


Finally, back in the '30s, conserva- 


tionists prevailed, and water once more 
was permitted to back up over the area 
to fill the potholes, raise the creek and 
the river, to be held at low levels in im- 
poundments. 


Gradually then, some of the old fer- 


tile marsh succession of plants began 
to take hold. Ducks, and especially 
geese, returned until today it is one of 
the most famous stropping over places 
for Canada honkers the world round, 
with upwards of 200,000 gathering to 
stay for weeks on their trek north in 
spring and south in fall. 


But the marsh has by no means re- 


turned to its original fertility. Abused 
so often, it came back with dense 
stands of such cattails as provided 
iittle other than cover for wildlife. 


Still, the day may come when, as 


each succeeding crop of cattails dies 
and rots, the abused marsh bottom 
may become so fertile that even wild 
rice may make a comeback. 


And so it goes with our good earth. 


Each square foot, each square mile has 
its own peculiar talents. Then if we 
abuse the earth, pervert its use to some 
fancied good, we may in the end cor- 
rect our mistake by recognizing and 
encouraging its talents. We should, 
plant duck potato where duck potato 
belongs, pine where pine belongs, cran- 
berries in bogs talented in producing 
cranberries . . . thus perhaps bringing 
back true prairie such as once we had 
so much of no eye could see to the far- 
thest end. 
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It s a moment of exquisite suspense — but somehow we 
know the cool chap on the right will come out okay He s

TONY JACKLIN: 
From Olhr*r Twist to a 
Golf Millionaire 


Tony Jacklin, the only Briton ever 
to win both the U.S. Open and 
British Open championships, has a 
background like Oliver Twist's. 
Jacklin was bom into poverty in 
a mill town 175 miles north of 
London. He worried constantly 
about money and survival, but 
unlike Dickens' hero, Jacklin had 
golf to lift him up. "I stHI have a 


dread of being a failure, but at toast 
I don't worry myself sick about 
money anymore," tie says. His 
victories in both the U.S. and 
British Opens were worth about a 
million dollars to him. They also 
earned him an QBE from Queen 
Elizabeth. (OBE means "Officer of 
the Order of the British Empire" and 
is a higher award than the MBE 
given to the Beatles.)... Jaddin's 
truck-driver father never earned 
more than $35 a week. Tony 
dropped out of school at 15 to 
work in a mill, but was rescued by 
an attorney who gave him a job as 
a clerk at a local golf club. In the 
afternoons Tony practiced golf. He 
then answered a want ad for an 
assistant pro's job at a small club 
in London. He was soon playing so 
well that he decided to try his skill 
in the U.S. He joined the U.S. tour 
in 1968 and gained attention by 
winning the Jacksonville Open that 
year. "The Americans taught me 
how to keep my mind 100 percent 
on goH," he says: "You can't win a 
major tournament unless you team 
to block everything etoe from your 
mind."... Jacklin, who is 27 and 
married, now has a big home in 
Elsham, England, and drives a 
Rolls-Royce. But he gives unstint- 
ingly to charity and serves as 
president of the Spastics Society 
and the Multiple Sclerosis Society.

All Those Runaway Teenagers 


During the 1960's, many parents 
were taught to blame themselves if 
their teenagers rebelled or ran 
away. Now a juvenile probation 
center in Massachusetts reports 
that this Is not always Justified. 
Assistant Executive Director 
Louise Homer, who made a 
detailed study of runaway girls, 
discovered there are two totally 
different types of runaways. 
(Though she only studied girls, she 
believes the same patterns may be 
true of boys.) One group fits the 
standard picture. These g'rls are 
running from unhappy relation- 
ships with parents. But twice as 
many runaway girls—two out of 
three—do not fit the stereotype! 
These girls are running fo some- 


thing. Those who run "to" some- 
thing have no quarrel with their 
families. These runaways are seek- 
ing pleasure, sex, drugs, truancy, 
excitement, and they usually do not 
profit from ordinary psychological 
counseling when they're brought 
home. Unlike the "runaway from" 
girl, who usually sees things differ- 
ently after counseling, the "run- 
away to" teenager often runs away 
again. Based on her organization's 
many experiments, Ms. Homer 
reported in a leading social-work 
journal that the best approach to 
these "to" girls seems to be live-in 
facilities that impose firm controls 
and enforce limitations-together 
with an active program of 
therapy.—By Shirley Sloan Fader

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Is Your Child a 
"Secret Genius"? 


By Virginia B. Warrei 


"Don't underestimate your 
youngster just because he gets 
poor marks, hates school, or 
because you have seen no sign 
of special abilities. Maybe you 
didn't know what to look for." 


C 


ontrary to popular opinion, all 


gifted children do not have as- 
tounding memories, read omniv- 


orously or discuss Plato at age three. 
Some are actually slow in school. Albert 
Einstein was slow to learn to talk and to 
read, and hated school. Many superior 
youngsters are excellent dancers, good at 
sports, popular with their classmates— 
and Sunk all their subjects. 


Your child may get low or average 


marks and still have unique leadership 
ability, great problem-solving skill or be 
unusually original and creative. 


How can you tell whether your young- 


ster has hidden talents? 


Charles E. Bish, former director of 


the National Education 
Association's 


Project on the Gifted and Talented, says 
to watch for these clues: 


• Is your child noticeably popular 


with other children? Do they tend to do 
what he does, go where he goes? He has 
leadership ability. "All group-play ac- 
tivities reveal a leader," says Dr. Bish. 
"Kids have a sixth sense about this." But 
leadership does not always show up in the 
classroom. "It is not uncommon to find 
that a passive, unresponsive student in 


the classroom is elsewhere, through some 
miracle of transformation, an outspoken 
leader," says Arnold M. Gallegos, as- 
sociate professor of education at Wash- 
ington State University. 


• Does your child use his toys in cre- 


ative ways? For example, does he con- 
struct things for his train set instead of 
merely running the train around the 
track? Does he think of ways to make 
trees and buildings for the set? He may 
have problem-solving skill, originality 


• Does your child ask a lot of "rea- 


son why" questions? Why is grass green? 
What makes cement get hard? He has 
intellectual curiosity, one of the hall- 
marks of the gifted. Thomas A. Edison, 
described by one of his teachers as ad- 
dled, with a weak, wandering mind, was 
a constant asker of "why" questions — 
which his mother answered carefully. 


You can't always rely on a teacher's 


evaluation of your child's capabilities. 
Highly gifted children are often disliked 
by their teachers. Such children fre- 
quently have behavioral problems be- 
cause they find school boring. Many have 
a highly developed sense of humor and 
keep their classmates laughing with their 
antics and quips. 


Winston Churchill was described by 


his teachers as troublesome and "very 
naughty." He did poorly in every subject 
but English and history. His father felt 
that the boy was just not very bright. 


Even extremely undesirable behavior 


may indicate intellectual potential. 
"Clever and ingenious ways of cheating 
on an examination or lying have been 
recognized as indicators of talents that, 
with wise guidance, can be developed in- 
to socially valued achievements," says 
E. Paul Torrance, professor of psycholo- 
gy at the University of Georgia. 


Some children do poorly in school 


while ardently pursuing a special interest 
at home—drawing, making rock or stamp 
collections, becoming an authority on 
baseball scores, rock music or space 
travel. Concentration on such home proj- 
ects often indicates unusual gifts. 


To discover whether your child has 


ability in the arts, ask the people who 
teach him art, music, dance or drama. 
Torrance tells of a boy who was classed 
as a low achiever, not interested in school 
-a "no good." His arts-and-crafts in- 
structor, however, described the lad as 
exceptionally gifted, with original ideas, 
and predicted a bright future for him as 
an artist or designer. This is often the 
case with black, Puerto Rican, Ameri- 
can-Indian and Mexican-American chil- 
dren who, for many reasons, have diffi- 
culty with academic subjects. 


So don't underestimate your youngster 


just because he gets poor marks, hates 
school, or because you have seen no sign 
of special abilities. Maybe you didn't 
know what to look for.

\Tl7hen I weighed 220 pounds, I was my 
W 
husband s warmth in winter and his 


shade in summer. But now that I'm down to 
138 pounds, Cecil says there'll be a lot of cold 
days ahead, even in our home town of Hatties- 
burg, Mississippi, if we don't get ourselves an 
electric blanket. 
Fact is, Cecil is just not used to having me 


so slim. You see, I weighed nearly 170 pounds 
when we married 11 years ago. He used to say 
then I was pleasingly plump. But as I ate myself 
out of shape, he began saying I was unpleas- 
antly fat. Only he'd say it different ways. 
Like once he joked about putting chalk 


marks around my middle to show where his 
embrace stopped.

ANSWERS 


1. True. Psychiatrist Marcel Heiman, who has 
made a study of the subject, has found that 
there are interesting differences among peer1*" 
who choose different kinds of pets. He ob- 
serves. for example, that some people crave the 
closeness and warmth of a dog-master relation- 
ship. With others the opposite is true, and they 
prefer the aloofness and self-sufficiency of a 


! cat. It's further observed that a woman who is 


not comfortable in too close a relationship with 
another person often lives alone. The pet she is 
likely to choose will be a cat-an animal that by 
nature lives an independent sort of life. Why? 
Because "the cat's independence lends strength 
to her own." 
2. True-according to the findings of an Okla- 
homa State University study that was designed 
"to investigate the relation between man's re- 
action to dogs and to people." Subjects were 
men and women students whose varying atti- 
tudes toward dogs ranged from active dislike 
("I guess people could call me a dog hater") 
through indifference ("I'm neutral-I can take 
them or leave them") to great affection ("I love 
dogs so much that some people might accuse 
me of being a fanatic"). All subjects were giv- 
en personality tests to evaluate their attitudes 
toward and relationships with people.
